New York, September 11.—The regatta 
committee of the New York Yacht Club 
rendered a decision late this afternoon sus- 
taining Mr. Iselin’s protest against the 
Yalkyrie and awarding yesterday’s race to 
the Defender. 

This result was reached after delibera- 
tions and conferences lasting practically 
all day. As the occurrence was directly 
under the eyes of the committee and was 
aiso witnessed ty thousands of spectators, 
there was only one decision possible. 
Every one conversant with the racing of 
yachts and rules of the road at sea, 
agreed that the British yacht was at 
fault. Lord Dunraven and his friends, 
however, held that hi» boat was crowded 
by the Defender and that the accident 
was unavoidable. The committee gave each 
side ample opportunity to state their case, 
and took the testimony of the captains 
of each yacht and of others who were on 
beard. Mr. David Henderson, who sailed 
on the Defender as the representative of 
lord Dunraven, and Mr. J. R. Bush, who 
represented the New York Yacht Club on 
the Valkyrie, each reported on the occur- 
rence. All the interested parties were at 
the yacht clubhouse until late in the af- 
ternoon. With Lord Dunraven were Rear 
Commodore Arthur Glenny, of the Royal 
Clyde Yacht Club; Sailmaker Ratsey, H. 
Maitland Kersey, Captains Cranfield and 
Sycamore. In Mr. Iselin’s party were 
Wecdbury Kane, Newberry Thorne and 
Herbert C. Leeds. 

It was 4:30 o’clock p. m. when the de- 
cision Was announced. It was in the form 
ofa reply to Mr. Iselin’s protest and reads 
as follows: 

“Mr. C. Oliver Iselin—We beg to ac- 
knowledge the receipt of your letter of 
yesterday protesting against the Valkyrie. 
We have given the matter our careful con- 
sideration and believe that the foul occur- 
red through the miscalculation of the 
distance between the two yachts at a crit- 
feal moment. From oyr observation, sus- 
tained by that of others who were in good 


position to see.-we find that the Valkyrie, 


in contravention of section 11 of racing rule 
16, bore down upon the Defender and foul- 
ed her by the swing of her main boom 
when lufing to straighten her course. 
We also consider that the Defender allowed 
the Valkyrf@ sufficient room to windward 
to pass clear of the committee boat. Your 
protest is, therefore, sustained.

FOUR KILLED. 
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A CAISSON EXPLODES AT LOUYS.' 


VILLE WITH FATAL RESULTS. 


The Cause of the Explosion Is a 
Mystery—No One Knows What 
Set the Powder Off. 


Louisville, Ky., September 11.—Four mém- 
bers of the Louisville jJegion were instantly 
killed this morning by the explosion of 
ammunition in the caisson of the gun 
which was being driven to Phoenix Hill for 
service in connection with the Grand Army 
of the Republic parade. The victims were: 

CORPORAL A. lL. RUBINSON, 2233 
Grayson street. 

PRIVATE C. WOODS, 1031 Vine street. 

PRIVATE A. McBRIDE, 525 West Chest- 
nut street. 

WILLIAM ADAMS, colored, driver. 

The soldiers killed were members of Bat- 
tery A, and belonged to a section of six in 
charge of one gun. Captain David Castle- 
man was in command. The four unfcrtun, 
ates were seated on the caisson. Sergeant 
Fred Conn and Private E. M. Hobbs were 
injured, though not very seriously. Ccnn’s 
left hand was lacerated and left eye and 
face powder burned. Hobbs’s back was 
sprained, elbows burned and eye slightly 
injured. Both men are suffering from the 
shock. Another member of the battery, 
whose name is not yet learned, is reported 
missing. 

Captain David Castleman, who was in 
charge, was riding at the side of the de- 
tail. He escaped jnjury. The caisson con- 
tained sixty pounds of powder, enough t6 
fire forty rounds. The cause of the acci- 
dent is inexplicable. The report that one 
of the men was smoking is denied by Cap- 
tain Castleman. Captain Castleman said it 
was one cf the unfortunate accidents that 
cannot be guarded against. 

The accideut happened about 6:50 o’clock. 
The battery section was procceding to 


Phcenix Hill to fire forty salutes in honor’ 


of the Grand Army of the Republic, end 
hed reached a point between the Avery and 
Hail residences, on Broadway between 
Third and Fourth, when the accident oc- 
curred. The Legion 
notified at once and hastened to the scene. 

Governor John Young Brown, who was 
stopping with Major George Easton, was 
asleep in bed. The explosion stunned him 
and it was some time before le revived. 
Mts. Easton was in the bathroom at 
the time. She saw the flash, and was 
knocked off her feet by the explosion. She 
wes badly stunned, but as soon as she 
was brought around, began ministering to 
Governor Brown. Sheets were taken from 
the neighbcring houses and spread over 
the dead bodies. 


LOUISIANA REPUBLICANS. 


Wimberly Defeats the Leonard Faction 
and Controls the Convention. 


New Orleans, September 11.—The republi- 
can state central committee met today at 
noon in the Odd Fellows hall in response 
to a call issued by Chairman Cage. The 
meeting was a most exciting one and at 
times it looked as if it would fall to 
pieces and end in a fist fight. 

The object of the call was to endeavor 
to secure peace and harmony in the ranks 
of the state republican party. The op- 
posing leaders were Captain A.T. Wimberly, 
who was internal revenue collector under 
the Harrison administration, who led the 
wing in favor of closing. up ranks and 
bringing harmony about, while Albert 
Leonard, who was one of the two aspi- 
rants at the last gubernatorial election for 
the office of governor on the republican 
side, in person led the opposition to Wim- 
berly. ; 

It was charged that snap judgment had 
been taken against Leonard in calling the 
meeting when he -was in Canada, but he 
hurried back, traveled night and day to 
get here, and onky reached the city an 
hour before the meeting was called to or- 
der. Leonard’s aide was Major Hero, ex- 
United States treasurer under Harrison’s 


rule. 

For nearly seven mortal hours the fight 
was on and occasionally the meeting re- 
sembled a beer gardeh. Scores of moticns 
were made and fell to the ground, the dele- 
gates roared and cheered and hooted and it 
leoked like bedlam. was let loose.

BUCKED AT THE OATH 


Senator Ben Tillman Objected To Taking 
the Constitutional Obligation. 


BOB SMALLS COMMENTS ON IT. 


The Matter Is Referred to a Commit- 
tee, Which Settles It. 


DELEGATES TRY TO GET MORE PAY 


Some of Them Think That $2 a Day | 


Is Small Pay for an Able- 
Bodied Statesman. 


Columbia, S. C., September 11.—The con- 
St.tutional convention began its session 
this morning with another rush, and there 
have been lively proceedings thus far. 
President Evans announced his standing 
committees at the opening. 

Senator Irby is chairman of the commit- 
tee on declaration of rights and Senator 
Tillman is-in charge of the committee on 
rights of suffrage, which means, of course, 
the reporting of the Mississippi plan with 
modifications. The minority has been given 
a pretty fair representation on the com- 
mittees. P. L. Melton was appointed as- 
sistant secretary and the other minor offi- 
cers were also appointed. Mr. Henderson, 
of Aiken, offered several new ordinances, 
one on the suffrage and one on the matter 
of divorces, which were referred. 

Attention was called to the fact that the 
delegates had not taken the constitutional 
oath, and for three-quarters of an hour 
thiffgs were lively in the extreme. The 
convention did not wish to take the oath 
provided in the old constitution, and a fight 
ensued, finally it being decided to do so. 
When four delegations had been sworn in 
and President Evans had taken the oath 
Senator Tillman submitted that, under the 
same constitution, if he took that oath 
he would h@ve to leave the convention along 
with all others holding United States offices, 
for the constitution distinctly said that 
no man holding an ofiice could hold a 
state office. This was impossible. 

“We are the people,’”’ he said. “We are 
not officers, but represent’ society. I 
cannot take the oath.’’ 

General Smalls, the old negro ex-con- 
gressman, said the same question had 
arisen in his case, he being a state senator 
and a United States congressman at the 
same time. He simply lost his pay while 
he acted as a state senator. After a lively 
running discussion, the convention referred 
the matter to the judiciary committee to 
report whether they should take an oath or 
not, and If so, to prepare a suitable one. 
A recess was taken pending this report. 

General Smalls told Sénator Tillman dur- 
ing his speech that the worst thing that 
could happen to him would be the losing of 
his pay. Surely Tillman could not be ob- 
ecting to the oath because he would be 
fosinge $13 a day from the government while 
he would get only $2 for serving his own 
people. 

The committee after the recess reported 
that the taking of the oath was not nec- 
essary and the report ‘was adopted. All 
matter in the record in regard to the oath 
was ordered stricken out. 

A Salary Grab Defeated. 

By a vote of 109 to 38 the convention re- 
fused to increase the pay of its members 
from $2 to $4 per diem, members taking 
the ground that they had committed them- 
selves to the lower rate by becoming can- 
didates under the act of the legislature 
fixing such per diem. 

Numerous new ordinances were intro- 
duced—one providing a suffrage plan con- 
taining the same features as the Missis- 
sippi plan with alternative property and 
other qualifications, another providing a 
‘$2,000 property qualification in cities and 
towns, another providing for divorces for 
adultery upon conviction by a jury, another 
for the reduction of the area of counties 
to 500 square miles, making the terms of 
county officials four years, establishing 
county courts and electing county judges. 

An effort was made to commit the con- 
vention against considering applications 
for the formation of new counties, but it 
failed. 
normally large and the old constitution 
rendering their subdivision almost. im- 
practicable, on account of its provisions 
as to area, there is a strong lobby seeking 
the ‘creation of many new counties. 


PENNSYLVANIA’S DEMOCRATS. 


A Few Did Escape from, the November 
Landslide It Seems. 


Williamsport, Penn., September 11.—The 
state democratic convention was cailed to 
order at 11:10 o’clock by Chairman Rovert 


E. Wright. 

Ex-State Chairman James A. Stranahan 
was selected as temporary chairman. The 
usual committees were announced and the 


conv2ntion took a recess. 

When the convention reassembled John 
M. Garman, ex-disctrict attorney of Lu- 
zerne county, was made permanent chair- 
man and the other officers of the con- 
vention were made permanent. ; 

The platform adopted renews its allegi- 
ance to, and declares its faith in the prin- 
ciples of democracy as formulated by Jef- 
ferson and illustrated by Cleveland, It 
congratulates the American péople upon 
the first fruits of the democratic adminis- 
tration, which inherited from its repub- 
lican predecessor a bankrupt treasury and 
unwise financial legislation, impaired pub- 
lic credit and widespread disaster, and 
which under the sagacious, courageous and 
patriotic leadership of its great president, 
Grover Cleveland, led the pecple out of the 
Slough of Despond to the high ground of 
substantial and increasing prosperity. 

“As vindicating the principles of tariff 
reform, to which the democracy is unal- 
terably pledged, we challenge especial at- 
tention to the fact that such prosperity and 
the consequent material inorease of wages 
has been most pronounced in the industries 
whose existence our opponents claimed 
were dependent upon high tariff duties. 

“We invite the attention” of the wage- 
earners to the fact that the present volun- 
tary increase of the wages of those em- 
ployed in the manufacturing industries, 
amounting to no less than $2,250,000, was ab- 
solutely unknown under the McKinley tar- 


iff act. 
“We especially reaffirm so much of the 


platform of the last democratic national 


convention as calls for the use of both gold | 
and silver as the standard money of the | 
country; but the dollar unit of coinage of | 


both metals must be of equal intrinsic and 
exchangeable value, or be adjusted by in- 
ternational agreement or by such safe- 
guards of legislation as shall insure the 
maintenance of the parity of the two 
metals, and the equal power of every dollar 
at all times in the payment of debts. 


“We believe that such parity could not ; 


be maintained by the free coinage cof sil- 
ver at the ratio of 16 to 1, and we are 
therefore opposed to any legislation looking 
to that end.’”’

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SENATOR COCKRELL 


Says That Cleveland Is After a Third 
Term. 

Washington, September 11—A special 
writer on The Washington Post of this 
morning contributes the following. 

“Senator Cockrell never looked in better 
health than yesterday when | met him. 
He was frank and full of conviction on 
soine very important subjects. 

* “Cleveland will want a nomination 
again,’ he said. ‘1 was laugned at by some 
people for saying this two years ago. It is 
coming true, however, very fast. Cleve- 
land, if he lives, will be after a nominacion 
in 189%. Every sign and indication pcints 
to it. 

‘‘*Senator Morgan says the same thing,’ 
I interjected. ‘Not only Senator Morgan but 
many others besides say it,’ continued 
Senator Cockrell. ‘1 mentioned my belief 
ikat Cleveland would be after a third te1m 
to a friend one day, a prominent democrat 
he was. He scoffed at the idea. Not many 
weeks ago something occurred which open- 
ed his eyes a bit. He chanced to be in con- 
versation with a cabinet officcr. The talk 
Was on politics and rambled avout very 
generally. ‘“‘Who are the democrats ecing 
to name for the presidency,” queried my 
friend. ‘‘Why,” said the cabinet cfiicer, ‘‘I 
don't see that we can do any better than tu 
run the old man. Cleveland is the natural 
candidate as things shape up.” My friend 
came back and told me that the ready tone 
of calm assurance wherewith the cabinet 
officer mentioned Cleveland for a third 
term, showed that the !d2a was by. no 
means new to him and that the whole 
business had evidently been aiscussed and 
agreed to. 

‘“*For myself,’ went on Senator Cockrell, 
‘T have no doubt of Cleveland’s intention 
to run. He believes he would be elected. 
The question, if any exists in his isind, 
turns on the subject of the nomination. 
If he is satisfied that he can get-the nom- 
ination, you may be sure he will be a can- 


didate. 
‘* ‘Missouri,’ said Senator Cockrell, as the 


_conversation diverted naturally to ais state, 


‘and Missouri’s democrats are for free sil- 
ver at 16 to 1. When I went out there re- 
cently I found the silver sentiment srronger 
than ever. You need not credit any story 
about silver being on the decline. The s¢en- 
timent is on the increase. 

‘“ ‘It has been the goldbug hope and state- 
ment that with good crops the silver enthu- 
siasm would die out. This autumn will be 
an excellent time to prove the assertion. 
Missouri’s crops were never better since I 
can remember. No such yields of corn and 
wheat have ever been chronicled and yet 
while groaning harvests are being garnered 
the silver sentiment, just as I tell you, is 
becoming stronger every day.’ ” 


THE LOGICAL CANDIDATE. 
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Senator Gray, Cleveland’s ‘Friend, 


Favors Renominating Him. 

New York, September 11.—Senator George 
Gray, of Delaware, the close personal and 
political friend of President Oleveland, who 
acied as the president’s spokesman and 
champion in the Hawaiian and tariff de- 
bates on the floor of the senate, declared 
himself today to be in favor of a third term 
for the present occupant of the white 
house. 

“T cannot admit,” said Senator Gray, 
“that there is any such issue as a third- 
term issue.. By ‘third term’ I assume is 
meant three consecutive terms in the pres- 
idential office... The issue, as I understand 
it, is two terms. for Mr. Cleveland. The 
president was first nominated and elected 
in 1884. In 1888 he retired to private life, 
became.a plain citizen and devoted himself 
to the affairs of personal business. Dur- 
ing those four years he was one of the 
peopie and possessed no public office. 

‘In 1892 he again accepted the nomina- 
tion and was overwhelmingly and triumph- 
antly elected. It cannot, therefore, in 
view of the lapse of four years between his 
second and third nominations be logically 
argued that should he receive a renomina- 
tion at the hands of his party and be elect- 
ed he would be serving a third term. It 
would be only his second consecutive term 
of office; therefore, the ‘third term’ talk is 
illogical and misleading. 

‘“*Washington’s refusal of a third term is 
cifed as a precedent,’ Mr. Gray continued, 
‘in all arguments against the president's 
renomination. The conditions which ex- 
isted then are totally different from those 
which exist now. In Washington’s time 
the future of the republic was an uncer- 
tainty. It was feared that an gattempt 
might be made to change the form of gov- 
ernment, and a continuance in office of 


‘any man would have been a step in that 


direction. 

“I believe Mr. Cleveland to be the logical 
nominee next year of the democratic party. 
He has, by his devotion to his duty, as he 
understood it, twice saved the country from 
plunging into a course that would have 
been most disastrous to our institutions. 
And while I would not pretend to say what 
Mr. Cleveland’s ideas are with reference 
to this third term talk, yet he might not 
refuse if a unanimous offer of the nomina- 
tion was tendered: him. “ Under the circum- 
Stances I sliould favor his nomination.” 

Senator Gray said Whitney was his sec- 
ond chojce, and he also spoke highly of 
Secretary Carlisle. In regard to Campbell 
of Ohio he said: “I favor for the nomina- 
tion no man who has not decided views on 
the issues of the day.” 


SKELTONS ON TRIAL. 


They Are Charged with the Murder of 
R. C. Ross, the Banker. 


Scottsboro, Ala., September 1lg—(Special.) 
The case of the state against Robert L.., 
Walter A. and James Skelton, charged with 
the murder of R.-Cf# Ross, the banker, in 
February, 1893, was called in the circuit 
court here today. The readers of The Con- 
stitution are familiar with the circum- 
stances of the killing of Ross at Stevenson 
by the Skeltons, who believed him to be 
the seducer of their sister, Annie Skelton. 

Upon the opening of the case there was 
little difficulty in securing a jury, which 
is composed of good men of Jackson coun- 
ty. Contrary to expectation, there is little 
interest taken in the celebrated case. Even 
the citizens of the town are conspicuous by 
their absence in the courtroom. Five wit- 
nesses were examined for the state. It 
is expected the case will go to the jury by 
Friday noon.

THE YOUNG MAN ACTED VERY QUEERLY 


Durant Affects To Take More Interest 
in the Yacht Race Than He 
Does in His Trial. 


San Francisco, September 1L—W. H. T. 
Durant, the alleged murderer’ of Blenche 
Lamont and Minnie Williams, appears to 
take greater interest in the -international 
yacht race than in his own trial. During 
the afternoon session of the trial yester- 
day early editions of the afternoon papers 
were handed him. 

There were columns of his own fight for 
life, the story of the forenoon’s testimony. 
Was he concerned with it? Not at all. He 
read the account of the great yacht race 
and frowned with disappointment. over the 
Valkyrie’s victory. 

The paper in his hands was held without 
a tremor. His fingers were as steady as 
the fingers of fate. 

The most impressive point that has been 
reached in the trial was where Mr. Barnes 
walked behind the .witness stand and 
brought out the black-draped dressmaker’s 
model upen which were the garments last 
worn by the murdered girl. There wa@ a 
wave of intense but subdued excitement 
in the audience and a barely audible ‘‘ah’’ 
that came from many throats. Only Du- 
rant was unmoved by the incident. 

Mrs. Herman Nolt, the lady who first 
came into prominence as the discoverer of 
the dead body cf Minnie Williams, may 
prove to be one of the most important wit- 
nesses for the defense. 


Did Wolf Know of the Crime? 


Mrs. Nolt was the possessor of testi- 
mony which she did not see fit or did not 
deem of sufficient importance to divulge 
at the time. Since then she has been made 
to see differently. The additional stery she 
had to tell has been heard by the detecs 
tives for the defensé and it is at least in- 
teresting. It concerns Clarence Wolf, the 
step-son of  ex-Supervisor Tabor and 
brother of Elmer Wolf, who figured as Du- 
rant’s closest chum. In her former nuar- 
rations of the incidents of Easter Sunday 
morning, Mrs. Nolt stated that after she 
had been horrified by the fading of the 
body of Minnie Williams in the library 
she immediately made up her mind to not- 
fy the church authorities. She first hur- 
ried to Dr. W. Z. King and after telling 
him of .her discovery the two hastened to 
notify the pastor. Mrs. Nolt, through am 
oversight possibly, failed to state at the 
time that she had met one other person be- 
fore she saw King. That meeting the de- 
fense has deemed i{mportant. The person 
she met was Clarence Wolf. As she left 
the church she hastened down the broad 
walk to the gate, which is south of the 
church. As- she pleaged her hand on the 
knob another hand was placed on the 
knob outside. She pulled the door, the 
other person pushed it and in an instant 
Mrs. Nolt was face to face with a young 
man who, as she afterwards learned, was 
Clarence Wolf. She had not anticipated 
meeting any one and was somewhat taken 
back at running against. a strange young 
man. Her surprise was slight, apparently, 
compared with that of Wolf. He started 
back and exclaimed: 

“What! You here?’ 

“Yes, replied Mrs. Nolt, “I’m here, Who 
are you?’’ 

Wolf Confused. 


“Mr. Wolf,” he replied, hurriedly. Then 
he glanced uneasily at Mrs. Nolt and said 
something about coming ‘' over to the 
church to bring lilies for the ladies to use 
in decorating it. As there were no lilies 
in his hands or indications them any- 
where in sight, Mrs. Nolt thought the re- 
mark a strange one. She saw that the 
young man was confused about something 
and acted in a rather distracted way. He 
made no move to go into the church. In 
fact, he surprised her still further by re- 
inarking that he thought he would go over 
home to lunch. Wolf then abruptly left 
Mrs. Nuit and walked down Bartlett street 
to Twenty-third, where he resides. 

Mrs. Nolt was too much agitated over 
the murder to give Wolf’s actions further 
thought at the time. The shock after see- 
ing the murdered girl was so great that 
she could think of nothing else. She 
made her way to Dr. Gibson’s residence 
at.Valencia and Twentieth streets and did 
not tell of her encounter with Wolf until 
the name of Wolf was brought up in con- 
nection with the murder of Minnie Wil- 
liams. Then she remembered how strange- 
ly the young man calling himself Wolf 
had acted at the gate of the church the 
morning after the horrible deed had been 
committed. , 

When seen last evening Mrs. Nolt was 
reluctant to talk of the affair. 

“I have never talked for the press yet,’’ 
she said, “and I prefer not to say anything 
until I say it on the witness stand. When 
I am subpoenaed by the defense, of course 
I will testify, although I dread the ordeal. 
I reaily have little to say and can get it 
over with in a short time. I was in hopes 
I could keep out of the trial altozgether.”’ 

John Curran, who, it was stated in 
the morning papers, had zeen Blanche La- 
mont on a street car with Durant on the 
day of his disappearance, sent word to 
Captain Lees this morning to the effect 
that he had seen a girl with schoolbooks 
on her arm, but was not certain that it 
was Miss Lamont. Neither was he cocr- 
tain about the date. When the case was 
resumed today Mrs. Noble, aunt of the 
murdered girl, again took the stand. She 
testified that Durant called on her twice 
and asked about her niece. He particu- 
larly mentioned that she might haye bven 
made away with. 

Dr. Vogel, Clarence Wolf and others 
also called and Dr. Gibson came twice. 

The main witness in the Durant case to- 
day wrs Maud Lamont, sister of Blanche. 
Her extimiration occupied nearly the entire 
day, and she was put through a rigorous 
cross-examination. She gave a history of 
her sister up to the time of her disappear- 
ance, and stated that Durant was the only 
man with whom Blanche had been keeping 
company in this city. She told of Durant’s 
visit to her home after Blanche’s disapp2ar- 
ance, when he offered to make a search for 
her and said that before he left he had told 


her that if she needed friends to go to the |

was physically able to carry Bianche’s body 
to the spect where it was found, one of its 
main lines of deferse is now certain. In 
consonance with this they fought today to 
keep out all evidence that would show her 
to have been of lighter weight than on 

hundred and forty pounds. Maud Lamont 
‘testified .that last .September her sister 
weighed one hundred and. fifteen pounds, 
and had since gained about seven pounds. 

This testimony was expunged from the 
records as incompetent. 

A witness will be produced hy the prose- 
cution who weighed Bianche and he will 
testify that her weight was less than one 
hundred and twenty pounds. 

Maud Lamont identified the chip diamond 
ring offered for sale by a man supposed to 
be Durant a few days after the murder. 
She said it was given her Christmas three 
years ago and that she had given it to 
Blanche last year. Blanche had worn it up 
to the time of her disappearance. Durant’s 
chirography will be a material factor in 
the case. The prosecution will seek to show 
by expert testimony that its characteristics 
are to be found in the address and names 
written on the paper.in which the murdered 
girl’s rings were inclosed when they were 
sent back to her aunt ten days after the 
murder. 

The prosecution will tomorrow begin its 
work of tracing Durant on the day of the 
murder. 


ROBERT F. CRAIG ACQUITTED. 


HE SAYS WOMBLE ASSAULTED 
HIM WiTH A CHAIR. 


He Does Not Remember Shooting His 
Deputy or Following Him Up. 
His Statement. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., September 11.—(Spe- 
cial).—The trial of County Truste® Robert 
F. Craig for killing his deputy, A. H. 
Womble; during a difficulty in Mr. Craig’s 
room at the Russell house last January, 
and which began in the circuit court yes- 
terday, came to a sudden and unexpected 
conclusion this morning. It was-given tu 
the jury before noon, and in twenty-five 
minutes a verdict of not guilty was brought 
in. 

It is conceded that Mr. Craig’s own tes- 
timony cleared him. There was no one in 
the room at the time of the shooting ex- 
cept him and Womble, and his was the only 
possible story. As to what occurred in 
that room after the quarrel over the paper 
which was supposed to reveal crookedness 
on the part of Mr. Womble, Mr. Craig said: 

“I snatched the paper from him. He 
made a grab at my throat and as we rose 
together he had me by the throat. He 
then struck me with his right hand. As I 
arose the chair I was sitting in fell back 
against the wali. As he struck me I tum- 
bled backward over the arm of a large 
rocker and caught at its back to steady my- 
seif, but it turned over with me. I Was un- 
derneath the chair with my hand just 
above the back. Mr. Wormble followed me 
and grasping the chair jerked at it. I saw 
that I could not get out from under the 


} chair and called several times for help. In 


one of his pulls he jerked off the rocker 
and in the same instant I saw it in tne air 
descending toward me. I had tried to draw 
my pistol, and the last 1 remember was 
being under the chair with the rocker de- 
scending toward me. I do not remember, 
being struck by it or hearing my revolver 
fired. 12 don’t remember Womble leaving 
my room, nor do I remember gvuing into the 
hall. I do not remember getiing out from 
under the chair. I have a vague recoliec- 
tion of several things which occurred, but 
the first thing I do remember was Dr. 
Kerr and Dr. McCleary over me on the 
bed.”’ 


THE CASE REOPENED. 


Secretary Carlisle Gives Senator Man- 


derson a Rehearing. 

Washingtcn, September 1)1.—Secretary 
Carlisle has set September 20th, or a later 
date if the counsel prefer it, for a hearing 
of argument on the motion made by ex- 
Senator Manderson as counsel for the Ox- 
nard Beet Sugar Company, of Nebrasna, in 
regard to the sugar cases. -Senator Man- 
derson’s tontention is that the cases can- 
not be sent to the court of claims without 
the consent of the claimants, and he asked 
the secretary to give him a hearing on this 
point. Secretary C‘arlisle has’ acceced to 
his request and thus has practically re- 
opened the entire case. 

In the hearing before Comptroller Bowler 
Mr. Manderson also contended that section 
1063, Revised Statutes, under which the 
comptroller ,assumed to act in referring 
the case to the court of claims, had been 
repealed. Comptroller Bowler referred to 
this point in his decision and said not- 
withstanding the doubt which had been 
suggested on this point in a case pending 
before the supreme court. he was strongly 
of the opinion that the section was still 
in force.

THE ROUTE WAS A SHORT ONE 


Members Are Not So Able To Tramp 


as They Once Were. 


ST. PAUL IS HOT AFTER THE WEXT CAMP 


Denver Is Not Far Behind—Buffalo 
Drops Out—General Walker’s 
Race Seems To Be Run. 


Louisville, Ky., September: 11.—Fifty 
thousand ex-soldiers of the union army 
marched through the streets of this south- 
ern city todey. Befvre them at the advance 
of the column two Kentuckians who en- 
listed in the confederate service at the out- 
set of hostilities and fought to the last 
ditch, marched. One bore aloft the stars 
and stripes, the other a silken banner of 
white, having in its center a golden dove 
and in its mouth an olive branch, This 
was typefied, “The Emblem of Peace’’— 
the reunion, thirty years after, of the 
victors and vanquished. Three hundred 
thousand people lined the streets and win- 
dows and housetops and gave the march- 
ing hosts a reception that will be memo- 
rable in Grand Army annals, amd remem- 
brances of which will be carried by every 
participant to his last hour. 

In these great throngs of spectators were 
tens of thousands of those who fought on 
the other side, that even today speak with 
pride of the fact that they rallied under 
the stars and bars and wore the gray 
that was so dear to southern hearts. These 
were the loudest in their plaudits and the 
most vociferous in joining in the chorus 
when “the strains of “Rally -Round the 
Flag’ and other national war songs filled 
the air, and proudly the great unarmed 
army received the’ plaudits of their one- 
time foemen. 

‘ull of sentiment and pathos also were 
the demonstrations of the women folk 
when a maimed or crippled veteran came 
hobbling elong. For fully a mile in the 
aristocratic residence district the lawns 
and gardens were filled with the fairest 


buds of a state of beautiful women, their 
ecstumes of white adorned with tricol- 


-ored sashes or miniature American flags. 


These admirers not content with waving 
of handkerchiefs and similar feminine ways 
ot greeting, showered flowers on fic heads 
of the aged and crippled as they passed 
along. 

Frem start to finish it was more the 
home-coming and passage of a victorloys 
army fresh from the cattlefield than a re- 
union of conquered and conquerors thirty — 
years later. , ashe 

Owing to the blockade and consequent 
delay in the arrival of many of the, posts 
that were to figure in the line, it was not 
until nearly daylight this morning that 
Colonel Cowen and his assistants had com- 
pleted the order of the divisions. At 5:30 
o’clock five signal guns were fired to awak- 
en the veterans in the outdocr camps and 
schoolthouses, but the detonations had 
the effect of startling the whole city and 
rattling the. china in many a closet. An 
hour later all vehicular traffic in the dis- 
trict covered by the line ot march was 
stopped, the police roped off the roadways 
from the sidewalks and the department del- 
erations and individual posts began to 
form at the locations designated. 

The Parade Starts. 

In the meantime the sightseers had com- 
menced to turn out in a torrent and side- 
vyalks, windows and the public and private 
stands, with which the route was thickly . 
studded, filled up like magic. Owing to. 
the complaints of veterans at previous en- 
campments that they were compelled to go 
over more ground than their age or phys- 
ical condition justified, the line of march 
was limited to two and a half miles and 
the change was a wise one, for the heat 
was intense and the sun beat down upon 
the unshaded roadways with remorseless 
fury. The head of the column formed at 
Shelby and Lroadway, close upon the spect 
where the catastrophe had occurred, a few 
hours before, and at 11:15 o’clock three 
signal guns from Phoenix hill gave the 
signal that all was in readiness for the 
grand march. Upon the moment Cap- 
tain J. H. Wellies, bearing aloft a magnifi- 
cent silken specimen of the stars and 
stripes, moved forward. Six feet behind 
him came Captain Harrison, holding high 
a banner emblematic of peace and good 
will. Chief Marshal Henry 8S. Cohn and 
the members of the various citizens’ com- 
mittees followed on horseback, acting as 
escorts to the carriages containing Govern- 
er brown and staff, Mayor Tyler, the city 
officials of New Albany and Jeffersonville 
and other special guests. The crack Colum- 
bia post, of Chicago, was next in line as 
escort to Commander in Chief Lawler and 
the council of administration, who were 
mounted on splendid black chargers. 

This completed the advance of the col- 
umn and the grand divisions followed in 
regular order. In the first were the de- 
partments and’ posts of Illinois,. Wisconsin 
and Pennsylvania, Governor Upham march- 
ing with the post in the front rank of the 
Padger State boys. In the second division 
the comrades from Ohlo turned out in force 
and behind them were the delegations from 
New York state, of which the members of 
attired fittingly for a 
ballroom in black breadcloth suits and 
white helmets, easily carried off the honers.

Rhode Island contingent, looking spick,

When the re- 
viewing stand was reached the top of the 
cage was loosened and the bird, mounting 
to the upper rail, gave an unearthly scream 
in celebration of freedom and soared to the 
skies. Behind the Granite State contin- 
gent came the department of the Potomac, 
with the famous Old Guard and its field 
band of eighty pieces well to the front. 
The mink shakos were a novelty to the 
souther spectators and their general pic- 
turesque appearance was rewarded by tor- 
rents of applause. 
Marching On. 

The delegations from Connecticut, Mas-— 
sachusetts, New Jersey, Maine, California, 
Vermont, Virginia and North Carolina were 
also in this division varying in numbers, 
the Bay State turning out 1,000 strong. In 
the fourth division the Iowans, who were 
sandwiched in between Michigan, 1,060. 
strong, and Indiana, all three being large- 
iv represented, made themselves known 
throvgh immerse yellow badges represent-

The tenth 
and last grand division was composed of 
the department and local posts of Ken- 
tucky. 

It had been intended to bear at the rear 
of the column the old state battle flags, but 
at the last minute the local committee de- 
cided not to take the risk of caring for 
these treasured mementos. Rough esti- 
mates place the number of men in line at 
over 50,000. The cheerisag was incessant 
from start to finish. 

It Was a Long One. 

The parade was four hours and a quar- 
ter passing the reviewing stand. It moved 
like clockwork and was remarkably free 
from tedious breaks. Despite the intense 
heat the large majority of paraders went 
over the entire route of two and a half 
miles, although many were compelled to 
drop out early in the march. There were 
numerous cases of heat prostration, which 
were promptly treated by the emergency 
corps. 

The opening of the encampment proper 
was preceded tonight by a campfire at 
Music hall, which was filled with a bril- 
liant audience. Mayor ‘Tyler’ presided, 
Henry Watterson spoke words of welcome 
for the citizens’ committee and ex-Lieuten- 
ant Governor Jacobs for the Kentucky de- 
partment of the Grand Army. 

Brief impromptu responses were made by 
Commander-in-Chief Lawler, General Lew 

In the 
lower hall the visiting officials and mem- 
bers of the auxiliary of the Grand Army of 
the Republic were manqueted by Mrs. C. 
E. Hinst, of this city, and. Hon. W. O. 
Bradley, the republican canaidate for gov- 
ernor. General: William Warner, of Kan- 
sas City; Corporal Tanner and W. W. Dud- 
ley, of Washington, and S. U. Cook, of 
Columbus, responded to toasts. 

As soon as the delegates had recovered 
from the fatigue of the parade the wire 
pulling for the location of the next en- 
campment was resumed with vigor and 
the corridors of the hotels became as ani- 
mated as though a political convention was 
in progress. It was early evident that Buf- 
falo’s effort was overwhelmed for the bid 
of the encampment of ’% and the choice 
lay between St. Paul and Denver. The St. 
Paulites are claiming tonight that they 
have the victory won. 

For commander-in-chief General T. N. 
Walker, of Indianapolis, has things his 
own way and it was said tonight that his 
only competitor, General Thaddeus SB. 
Clarkson, of Omaha, will move to make his 
selection unanimous. 


A RACE CONVENTION. 


North Carolina Negroes Meet and Con- 
fer About Their Condition.

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Raleigh, N. C., September 11.—(Special.)— 
At the negro convention here today C. H. 
King, of Raleigh, presided and J. B. Shep- 
herd and J. D. Latta were secretaries. 
Forty-nine delegates were present, repre- 
senting fifteen counties. They were all in- 
telligent and conservative. It is quite no- 
ticeable that the populists ridicule this con- 
vention. 

The resolutions which were adopted were 
quite long. They declared that the time 
has come for the negro to assert himself, 
to put aside prejudices and make friends 
with his white fellow-citizens; that sec- 
tional and party lines are being removed; 
that there is community of interests; that 
the most urgent need is of good citizens; 
the cry is for purer politics and better 
leaders. The lack of organization among 
the negroes was deplored. The new senti- 
ment is that every white man and every 
black man has an equal chance for educa- 
tion. The mistake of the negro for thirty 
years past has been reliance on outside in- 
fluences, but the right thing is to look to 
themselves and their own southland for 
salvation. Progress since emancipation is 
not what is desired, but this is due to the 
failure of the negro to organize in his 
best interests. The choice of good leaders 
is recommended and also adherence to 
principles of the old republican party. —-- 
cessions from any source are welcomed and 
people are called on to unite. Rings, 
cliques and party bossism are condemned 
The negro vote should be thrown where it 
will do the greatest good, unite for purer 
politics, stop the negro howl and the ca- 
lamity howl, let the negroes become land- 
Owners and have an interest in the soil. 

The late legislature is condemned for its 
folly in abolishing county superintendents 
‘of Bchools. A board of twenty-two mem- 
bers, two from each district and four at 
large, is to be created to be known as the 
North Carolina advisory board, in the in- 
terest of the negro race, politically, indus- 
trially and socially. Its members are to 
serve one and two years each.

Alabama’s Exposition Commissioners 
Meet at Huntsville—A Justice 
of the Peace Fined. 


Birmingham, Ala., September 11.—(Spe- 
clal.)\—Judge Feagin, in the inferior crim- 
inal court this morning fined Justice of 
the Peace L. J. Haley $20 and costs on a 
charge of violating the garnishment laws. 
An appeal was taken and the case will be 
fought to the bitter end. This is one of the 
many cases brought against the justices 
here for garnishing employes of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad company. 

John Smith, a white man, claiming to 
have struck town last night at 10 o’clock 
from Kansas City, was arrested at 3 o’clock 
this morning after burglarizing two houses. 
lie was caught running with a man whose 
house had been entered shooting at him. 
He was minus shoes, and some stolen keys 
were found in his pockets. He is a Prus- 
sian. Two charges of burglary were placed 
against him and at 9 o’clock this morning 
he was bound over to the grand jury in the 
sum of $300 in each case. He said he was 
en route to Atlanta and it is believed he 
is a professional crook. 

Alabama’s Board. 

President F. Y. Anderson, Secretary 
Thompson and A Latady, proxy for Cap- 
tain A. C. Danner, of Mobile, of the Ala- 
bama board of managers for the Atlanta 
exhibit, returned this morning from Hunts- 
ville, where a meeting of the board was 
held on yesterday. 

A newspaper representative saw Secreta- 
ry Thompson and from him learned the 
particulars of the meeting and the business 
transacted.

One feature of this will be the placing 
of letters two feet in height and covering 
twenty feet in length, to form the word 
“Alabama,” in front of the building, illu- 
minated and in varigated colors. .

Spanish Troops Badly Whipped After 


Fighting Forty-Eight Hours. 

Key West, Fla., September 11.—Passen- 
gers arriving by the steamship Mascotte 
tonight report that a big battle has been 
fought near Camaguey between the in- 
surgents under Maximo Gomez and the 
Spaniards under General Mello. The bat- 
tle is said to have lasted forty-eight hours 
and the Spaniards were repulsed with 
heavy loss, leaving over fifty killed and 
wounded on the field. 

Roloff’s band has been active during the 
last week, having blown up a troop train 
by dynamite near Santiago de Cuba and 
a bridge near Sagua. The Spaniatds ad- 
mit that the train was blown up, but 
claim that only five men were killed.

In the meantime, he 
says, reinforcements of 25,000 men are go- 
ing to Cuba and, if necessary, more will 
be sent.

Registration Closes and the Democrats 
~ Feel That Black Is Safe. 


RICHMOND IS GOOD FOR 5,500 


Watson Cannot Come to the County 
with Enough To Beat It—Books 
Open Until Midnight. 


Augusta, Ga., September 11.—(Special.)— 
The registration closed in Richmond at 12 
o’clock tonight and delinquents were 
brought in even up to the last hour and en- 
rolled. The democrats, who had been keep- 
ing a check on the list and knew nearly un- 
registered voter, kept messengers busy g0- 
dng after men who had neglected to regis- 
ter. Some of them looked pretty cheap at 
being brought in at the eleventh hour, but 
this was one of the cases where the vilest 
sinner might return so long ag the lamp 
held out to burn. Of course it is impossible 
to be absolutely accurate about the regis- 
tration in so large a colinty as Richmond, 
where there have been registration offices 
open in each ward in the city and where 
there has been no opportunty for consolida- 
tion, but Tax Collector ‘Bohler, who has 
kept a close supervision of the registra- 
ition, says there is very near 7,500 in all. 
Of these he thinks the populists cannot 
claim more than 1,500, if so many. 

Allowing that only 7,000 votes will be cast 
on election day and that Watson will get 
11,500 Biack would have 4,000 majority in 
Richmond. Hancock and Wilkinson will cer- 
tainly add a few hundred more. 

Last year Watson came to Richmond with 
only 4,117 majority, and returns from the 
regisffation in other counties in the district 
show that he will be unable to. come with 
so many this year.

A Hundred Thousand Dollars Worth 
of Tobacco Burned. 
Lancaster, Pa., September 11.—The most 
disastrous leaf tobacco fire in the history 
of this city started at 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing in the warehouse of John F. Brimmer, 
on Tobacco avenue, and communicated to 
the warehouse owned by R. H. Brubaker, 
both of which were entirely destroyed, with 
their contents. In the Brimmer warehouse 
were 1,500 cases of leaf tobacco owned by 
John F. Brimmer, the loss on which is 
estimated at $45,000, with $5,000 loss on the 
building. Insurance, $40,000. In the Bru- 
baker warehouse were 1,132 cases of leaf 
tobacco owned by the trustees of the pre- 
ferred creditors of Amos B. Hostetter, the 
Philadelphia and Lancaster dealer, who 
made a very disastrous failure some months 
ago. This tobacco was also entirely de- 
stroyed, entailing a loss of over $65,000; in- 
Surance not yet ascertained, but will not 
cover the loss. The loss on the warehouse 
will reach $5,000. The tobacco warehouses 
of either side were occupied by J. Bunzl 
& Sons, of New York, and are filled with 
leaf tobacco, which was badly damaged by 
water and smoke, but the loss cannot be 
estimated at present, no member of the 
firm being in town. The fire was undoubt- 
ediy of incendiary origin. ,

THE RAILROAD EXONERATED. 


A JURY SAYS THE KILLING OF 
ROSS WAS ACCIDENTAL. 


Ross’s Wife and Children Left the Hos- 


pital Yesterday and Took Up 
~ Residence with Relatives. 


— 


The coroner of Cobb county held an in- 
quest over the dead body of William Ross, 
the white man who was killed by a train 
at Nickajack trestle Tuesday morning, 
yesterday morning and reached a verdict 
exonerating the railroad company of any 
blame. The body of the man was later 
buried in Cobb county, according to the 
railroad officials. 

Ross and his family were run down by 
a southbound freight train on the Southern 
railroad while crossing the trestle. Ross’s 
wife jumped from the trestle holding her 
nine-months-old baby in her arms, and by 
that leap saved the life of herself and 
chifa. Ross threw his three-year-old child 
to the ground and attempted to jump from 
the trestle, but before he could do so was 
run over and mangled by the ponderous 
freight engine. His body was knocked off 
the trestle by the wheels of the engine and 
came near falling in the muddy little creek 
below. / 

The accident was one of strange fatality. 
Ross and his family had started to Atlanta 
in the pursuit of work. They were re- 
duced to meager circumstances and had 
no money to pay railroad fare to the city, 
consequently had to walk. They left the 
country somewhere about Powder Spring 
and had got about two miles this side of 


‘Nickajack station and were crossing the 


trestle by that name when they were over 
taken by a big freight engine. The woman 
and children narrowly escaped instant 
death. But for the quick leap of Mrs. Ross 
she would have been killed at the same 
moment as was her hysband. 

An account of the accident appeared in 
yesterday’s Constitution. The woman and 
her children were brought to the city on 
the freight train shortly after they were 
run down. They were sent to 
the Grady hospital and cared for at that 
institution until yesterday, when Mrs. Ross 
and her children were discharged. She was 
injured in the fall from the trestle, but not 
as seriously as was at first thought. Yester- 
day herself and children left the hospital 
and went to the home of some relatives 
near Bellwood. 


JEFFERSON AND A THIRD TERM. 


The Father of Democracy Refused To 
Consider It. 


From The New York Recorder. 

In a letter to Colonel John Taylor dated 
January 6, 1806, just after he had been the 
second time elected and before he had 
been the second time inaugurated, Mr. Jef- 
ferson used the following language: 

‘The danger is that the indulgence and 
attachments of the people will keep a 
man in the chair after he has become a 
dotard, that re-election through life will 
become habitual and election for life fol- 
low that. General Washington set the ex- 
ampie of voluntary retirement after eight 
years, I shall follow it, And a few more 
precedents will oppose the obstacle of habit 
to any one after awhile who shall endeavor 
to extend his term. Perhaps it may . beget 
a disposition to establish it by an amend- 
ment of the constitution. 1 believe that 1 
am doing right, therefore, in pursuing my 
principle. I had determined to declare my 
intention, but I have consented to be silent 
on the opinion of friends, who think it hest 
not to put a continuance out of my power 
in defiance of all circumstances.”’ 

This shows plainly that Jefferson was 
favored for a third term by. so many of 
his party friends, even before he had he- 
gun his seccnd term, that they had in- 
duced him to keep back the declaration 
which he desired to make for some time 
before he made it. It shows, tov, that 
Washington’s example, which The Worid 
says ‘‘had no relation” to his retirement 


at the close of his second term, had, in. 


fact. the closest relation to it and was the 
central and pivotal fact upon which his 
firm decision not to stand a third time 
for election turned. 

In spite of his very early declaration, 
above quoted, Mr. Jefferson’s party was 
in 1807 busily at work to renominate him. 
So far from it being true that “history 
nowhere suggests that his party was ready 
to nominate him for a third term,” it is the 
fact that a renomination was tendered him 
by the legislatures of Massachusetts, Ver- 
mont, Rhode Island, New York, Pennsyl-. 
vania, Maryland, New Jersey and North 
Carolma by formal resolutions. 

The votes ef these states were more than 
enough, if he had been willing to accept 
their call to a third term, to have made 
his third nomination a certainty. The 
prize was clearly within his reach; all he 
had to do was to extend his hand and take 
it. 

Again, however, he refused to consider 
the offer, and again he put the example of 
Washington in the front as his chief rea- 
son. In the formal letter which he ad- 
dressed to all the state legislatures that 
mae remominated him, Mr. Jefferson said 
this: 

“I should unwillingly be the person who, 
disregarding the sound precedent set by 
an illustrious predecessor, should furnish 
the first example of prolongation beyond 
the second term of office.” | 

If The World or any other democratic 
organ wishes to weaken the historical tra- 
dition that stands in the way of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s fourth nomination, there is plenty 
of genuine historical materials for that 
Purpose without “faking” any which the 
records will not sustain. They may say 
with truth that Washingtop did at one 
time contemplate the possibility of accept- 
ing a third nomination, and thes is con- 
Siderable evidence to that effect. They 
may say with certainty that Mr. Jefferson 
distinctly considered a third ‘term in case 
certain contingencies arose, and expressed 
in writing his willingness to take a third 
term if they arose. History will fully war- 
rant such assertions.

AN ATTEMPED ASSASSINATION. 


Shots Fired Through a Window at Dr. 
A. P. Taylor.

Thomasville, Ga., September 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—A dastardly attcmpt was made at 
8:45 o’cleck tonight to assassinate Dr. A.

KILLED A BURGLAR 


An Augusta Policeman Shoots a Negro 
To Save His Own Life, 


THEY FOUGHT FOR A PISTOL 


The Burglar Claimed That He Had 
Bought the Property on Which 
He Was Found. 


Augusta, Ga., September 11.—(Special.)— 
In a desperate struggle with an unknown 
negro Policeman W. W. Hughes saved his 
own life this morning by killing his antag- 
onist. It was before daylight that Police- 
man Hughes discovered the negro in Peter 
Harris’s shoemaking shop. The officer 
asked what he was doing there and the 
negro said he had come to finish up a job 
of work for a man who wanted his shoes 
this morning. 

Policeman Hughes knew the shoemaker 
to whom the shop belonged and fold the 
negro he did not belong there. The negro 
replied that he had just rented the shop 
from Peter Harris. 

Policeman Hughes said: ‘“‘Well, I'll take 
you in and let you vindicate yourself.’’ 
While he was taking the negro in the latter 
suddenly struck him with a hammer which 
he had secreted under his coat. Hughes 
warded off the blow with his left hand, in 
which he had his club. The blow mashed 
his thumb, knocked his, club from his hand 
and struck him in the mouth. 

Hughes drew his pistol and the negro 
seized it. They struggled with each other 
back and forth across the street ina death 
grapple, each striving for possession of 
the pistol. They were both muscular men 
and it was a hard fight. Finally the po- 
liceman saw that the negro’s head wae 
opposite the muzzle of the pistol, and while 
both of them still had hold of it, he pulled 
the pistol and the negro fell. This was in 
brief the statement of Policeman Hughes 
before the coroner’s inquest. The part of it 
covering the struggle with the negro was 
corroborated by the testimony of James 
Moore, before whose home the fight oc- 
curred, and who was waked up by the 
noise and ran to his door. 

Peter Harris, owner of the shop in which 
the negro was discovered, testified that he 
had not rented his shop to anybody; that 
it had been broken open and that he never 
saw the deceased before. Dr. Morgan, who 
made the postmortem examination, said 
the bullet entered the negro’s left eye 
and went through his brain. The coroner’s 
jury declared the killing justifiable. 

Bad Blood Over Politics. 

An incident occurred today which illus- 
trates the strained relation between the 
different parties growing out of the excite- 
ment over the registration which closed 
today. At 2:30 o’clock a difficulty occurred 
just above No. 3 engine house on Broad 
street which for a time threatened to as- 
sume dangerous proportions. It appears 
that populists in Harrisburg earlier in the 
day attempted to whip Tom Hight, a well- 
known democratic negro. Later in the day 
a warrant was sworn out for his arrest on 
the charge of stealing a pistol which an- 
other negro had left in his charge. Con- 
stable Dun served the warrant on Hight, 
but the negro refused to go, saying it was 
only a ruse to get him up in Harrisburg and 
mob him. The officer drew his pistol and 
threatened to shoot Hight, whereupon 
friends of the negro also drew pistols and 
the indications pointed to a lively riot. 
Abouf this time the police arrived amd the 
negro promptly submitted to arrest and 
what might have been serious trouble was 
averted.

KILLED IHS UNCLE. 


To Save His Aunt and Cousins Marion 
McLean Shoots Henry McLean. 


Waycross, Ga., September 11.—(Special.)— 
Marion McLean, a young white man, shot 
and killed his uncle, Henry McLean, early 
this morning at Uptonville, twenty miles 
from Wayercss, near Florida. Dr. A. P. 
English was at Uptonville today and he 
tells the following story of the murder. 

Henry McLean cruelly flogged his wife 
and daughters last night, being offended at 
some trivial thing. It is said that he used 
a club. The girls were badly bruised and 
their mother fared no better McLean 
threatened their lives and told them he 
would never permit them to leave his house 
again. 

Late last night after he had gone to 
sleep, his family managed to notify hfs 
nephew, Marion McLean, of the trouble. 
Young Marion went to the house and ar- 
ranged for the family to take flight. The 
wife and daughters ‘stole out of the house 
after midnight and fled in a cart and a 
wagon. Marion was armed with a rifle 
and the women were armed with sticks. 
Henry McLean heard the rumbling of the 
vehicles down the road and he goon dis- 
covered his family’s flight. He saddled his 
horse and pursued the fugitives. Finally 
he overtook them. He carried a_ win- 
neh rifle and ordered the family to 
alt. 

Marion McLean fired at him and he was 
shot through the heart. The murdered 
man was found in the road this morning. 
He was lying on his back and his empty 
rifle lay across his breast. Marion Mc- 
Lean is at his home armed with a win- 
chester riflé and he defies arrest. His 
father was hanged for murder about twelve 
years ago at Traders’ Hill. Henry Mc- 
Lean’s father killed a man in Pierce coun- 
ty many years ago and fled to Florida 
where he has remained as a fugitive from 
justice sjnce the war. The McLeans are of 


a good Scotch family and they are well 
to do. !

Athens, Ga., September 11.—(Special.)— 
A curious suit has been filed in the Clarks- 
boro district justice court in Jackson 
county.

Daly alleges that several weeks ago he 
and Holliday, both farmers living in Jack- 
son county, came to Athens.

Rome, Ga., September 11.—(Special.)— 
“One of the queerest freaks of lightning of 
the electric storm season, which has been 
unusually violent in this section, was dis- 
covered yesterday at the residence of D. B. 
Hamilton, Jr., on Fourth avenue. 

He and Mrs. Hamilton have been absent 
on a trip north for several weeks and their 
home Has been closed. Yesterday the ser- 
vants, in anticipation of their return, open- 
ed up the house to give it an airing. 

In the sitting room they discovered that 
lightning -had been running riot. A bolt 
had struck the electric light wire, ran down 
and smashed the globe of the chandelier 
and had burned a hole in a handsome fur 
rug, ruining it completely. 

It then struck the gas pipe and split it for 
some distance, at the same time igniting 
the gas as it escaped. The blaze flamed up 
near enough the ceiling to char the boards, 
but not quite sufficient to set it ablaze. 

As there has been no storm since Satur- 
day it is supposed that the gas had been 
burning for three or four days in that con- 
dition. 

It was cut off at the meter and the flame 
extinguished. It is simply miraculous that 
the house and furniture were not burned, 
in which case, of cOurse, everybody would 
have charged it up to an incendiary. The 
damage is considerable to the furniture.

A Possible Statesman. ~ 

The New York Evening Post furnishes 
this piquant paragraph: 

It would be a novel thing if a man were 
sentenced to the house of correction for 
sixty days one year and elected to the leg- 
islature of his state the next, but it is 
suggested that this may prove to be the 
experience of Berjamin G. Howe, of t. 
Johnsbury, Vt. Mr. Howe is the man who 
was sentenced to imprisonment two months 
ago for violation of the prohibitory law in 
allowing the sale of liquor at a hotel which 
he owned, and whose immediate pardon 
was requested in a petition to the govern- 
er, signed by all of the business men, law- 
yers and somé of the clergy, on the ground 
that he was ‘“‘a good citizen,’ ‘‘a generous, 
open-hearted gentleman,’ and ‘a public 
benefactor,’’ who had been ‘‘more than or- 
dinarily discreet in his methods of selling 
liquor.’”” The governor refused to comply 
with the request, but Mr. Howe dves not 
suffer in reputation by reason of what is 
universally considered his unjust imprison- 
ment. There .is even talk of sending him 
to the next legislature to work for some 
modification of a law under which such an 
outrage is possible as the locking up of “a 
good citizen” and “a public benefactor’’ 
because a man who had business dealings 
with him lost his temper and, in order to 
get revenge, had him arraigned under a 
Statute that he had violated for many years 
with the consent of the community and the 
authorities. 

The violation of the law and imprison- 
ment are now qualifications for states- 
manship, aud but for Editor Godkin’s 
matter of fact language we should be 
inclined to suspect him of poking fun at 
the Vermonters. 

It is quite likely that Mr. Howe has 
friends who sympathize with him, but 
we cannot believe that they propose to 
send; him to the legislature upon the 
ground that he is a veteran violator of 
the prohibition law. Surely the house of 
correction in Vermont is not the ante- 
chamber of the house of representatives!

I consider a physician only 
humane who relieves one of a positively 
ascertained fatal and _ torturing physical 
malady or condition by administering drugs 
that will end life painlessly. 

I have not made any cruel charge against 
the medical profession. My assertions on 
this subject are predicated rather upon my 
belief in the humanitarian propensities of 
the majority of the members of fhat pro- 
fession. Anaesthetics are professedly em- 


| ployed to relieve pain, and few physicians, 


I admit, will, under the existing law, con- 


| fess to having administered them for any 


other purpose, even when the desired effect 
of death ensues. I cannot appreciate the 
necessity for any defense of the integrity 
of the medical profession on account of 
what I have said. I stand second to no one 
in admiration and respect for said profes- 
sion, but I am not the victim of any such 
perverted idea as twists laudation for hu- 
mane conduct into a charge of cruelty. 

I presume you would approve of the kill- 
ing of a fatally disabled anfmal, and that 
you would not contend that man should be 
treated less humane than a dumb brute. 
Have you never heard of surgeons on the 
field of battle ending the suffering of a 
hopelessly mangled yet living human being 
by giving him drugs, avowedly perhaps to 
deaden his pain, really to end his life? Are 
you not aware that frequently physicians 


destroy human monstrosities at their birth? ! 
If it be said that to generally recognize , 


the correctness of my opinion above ex- 
pressed would be dangerous to the eommu- 
nity, if it be said than man under no sup- 
posable circumstanees should end God's 
given life, I answer that we can trust the 
integrity and ability of the medical profes- 
sion to act with caution and care, and only 
a3 a necessity, dependent upon the limita- 
tions of medicine and Surgery as sciences, 
to save human live or relieve it of mortal 
agony. It is stupid to Say from a scientific 
Standpoint that while there is life there is 
a He hope of saving it from extinction: 
physicians of any in c : 
such is not the ne Me re. eee tant 
The aim of the advanced thinkers is to 
make death, even when judicially decreed 
as painless @§ possible; the tendency of 
the age is to prevent physical suffering. 
Why, ther, do you object to the exercise 
of the Same humane methods without 
Sanction of statute law, when death is cer- 
tain and ecessarily attended by excru- 
ciating pain, and particularly when it is 
the wish of the victim that the deadly dru 
should be administered to him? ‘ 
The taking of human life is sanctioned by 
law on several] grounds, many of which are 
not, in my opinion, as great warrant there- 
for as the will of an individual who knows 
that his death is inevitable within a few 
days or hours, but only after continuous 
irremediable bodily torture. ;

It is gratifying to know that the eres

Atianta exposition, and that the state build- 
ing just completed there is the equal of wv 
on the grounds. There is much to intensity 
national pride and unity in this sponse 
in the state through which Sherman march= 
ed to the sea, for it marks the upbuilding 
of a new south whose thought Is centered 
on the future rather than the past. 
This view also strikes a southern con- 
temporary, The Florida Times-Union, 
which has the following comment: 


Certainly an exposition in Atlanta will 
show a newer south in the material sense 
of that term than one held anywhere else. 
Atlanta was absolutely wiped off the face 
of the earth in 1864, and the section of 
Georgia through which Sherman marched 
was more completely devastated by war 
than any other section ever was in any 
conflict with a civilized country. 

But as The Mail and Express intimates, 
neither Atlanta, nor Georgia, nor the south 
is thinking much about that now. In spite 
of the northern idea that southern people 
are indolent, they attend pretty well to the 
business they have on hand, Farming was 
their business prior to 1860, and there were 
more wealthy planters in the south than 
anywhere else in the world. Fighting was 
the business of the southern people during 
the war, and they did it to the queen's 
taste. Farming, manufacturing, railroad 
building, mining, commerce and general 
development have been their business dur- 
ing the last thirty years, and the: results 
speak for themselves. While views on past 
questions are unchanged, our people are 
engaged more with the present and future 
than with the past. 

In the main these two newspapers, 
representing two sections, have describ- 
ed the situation accurately. Possibly the 
Florida paper’s statement that our views 
on past questions are unchanged may 
be misunderstood. Of course it does not 
mean that our people would revive the 


old theory of secession or re-establish — 


slavery. They may think that’ both 
were right under the conditions of a 
generation ago, but they would not «ike 
to see either as asfactor of our political 
or social system of today.

The training of the voice begins with 
earliest articulation in England, says a 
writer in The Chicago Times-Herald. The 
nurses have quite as refined voices as the 
mothers. Not only does the baby not 
hear whining, fretful, drawling, nasal 
tones over its head, but as soon as it be- 
gins to talk itself it has to moderate its 
own shrillness. A child’s voice is not 
naturally high, except that it is ungov- 
erned; an English child of three in any 
well-bred family gets nothing it shouts 
for; it learns to keep its impulses to “hol- 
ler” for toys or food well down. The 
American child bawls: “Can I have my 
boots on and go out?’’ The American 
mother answers: “Yes, darling, but you 
needn’t scream so.’”” An English mother, 
in reply to a similar squeal, would say: 
“May you? Ask me in a low tone and I'll 
tell you.”’ The first child-pays no at- 
tention to the “You needn’t scream so.”’ 
What’s the use? He gets what he wants 
just the same. The result is more than 
worth the trouble. American children 
bawl in the house and the street; Ameri- 
can grown girls cackle, and American wo- 
men whine shrilly. The famale American 
voice is like a file tuned high, and out of 
tune at that. Every parent appears to 
think that the toning down will come in 
time; but it won’t; and if {t does, the bat- 
tle will be harder, longer and fiercer. 
Write about it, a lady said to me; keep 
writing about it; write often: tell women 
not to change their enunciation, but to 
speak their own tongue as. well: as they ° 
can, only to speak lower. That’s the 
point. When women speak low, the rest 
comes of itself. You can’t be rough or 
slangy, or even ungrammatical, very well, 
in a cool, low voice. So there are more 
gains than one.

to about 45 cents a bushel. 

The. crop now about to be harvested in 
our southern country is vastly superior in 
point of acreage as well as quantity to that 
of 1846, and the railroad facilities for bring- 
ing this crop to this point for a market and 
for sending it to foreign countries for con- 
sumption are vastly superior to those of 
1846. And here I may mention that the 
facilities for warehousing such products 
are one hundred fold greater than they 
were in those days, and such as may in- 
duce shipments direct from the farms and 
villages for a distance of four or five hun- 
dred miles north and west of us, and the 
location is elevated and dry enough to 
guarantee their preservation for months and 
even years, and also near enough to our 
southern seaports to enable large ships to 
be loaded with these products from Atlanta 
within a day or two, as quickly as from 
Savannah and Charleston warehouses. 

Now the commercial facts are these in 
this case: There is probably within three 
or four hundred miles of Atlanta nearly 
twice as*“much corn raised this year as the 
people will consume during the next year, 
and that instead of the people of this sec- 
tion having to buy corn as usual for their 
own consumption, they will have millions 
of bushels for sale and shipment abroad. 

Now, in view of these facts and points of 
interest to the railroads as well as-our peo- 
ple, the questions I wish to ask are these: 
If the railroads would make this already 
large city a terminal point of low through 
rates of freight, such as other large. market 
towns have; or im other words, if they 
would give the merchants at this point 
what is known as “rebilling privileges,” 
would it not draw in 
over their lines large quantities of western 
products, which, without such privileges 
and inducements, would go to the seaboard 
over other and competing lines? And would 
not such a management and such a policy 
operate to build up interests and trade at 
this point which would be a great benefit 
to the railroad interests, as well as to the 
people of,this section of country for all 
time to come? 

If we may be allowed to take the ship- 
ments from this point in 1846 as an illustra- 
tion, it appears to me there may be and 
should be, with. the warehousing con- 
veniences we now have here, from ten to 
fifteen million bushels of corn and other 
products collected and shipped from this 
point through our southern seaports to for- 
eign countries. But if we place the amount 
thus increased at two or three million bush- 
els only, the result is well worthy the at- 
tention and liberal policy of the railroads. 

Everybody knows or ought to know that 
Atlanta’ has, in spite of various obstacles, 
become tne chief financial point—the chief 
market and trading point and the chief 
manufacturing point for more than one- 
half the pecple of Georgia, and hundreds 
of thousands of people in adjoining states.

rman Johnson Talks About His Plan 
— To Settle Police Board Deadlocks, 


WE WANTS A BOARD OF SEVEN 


Will Ask the Council To Ask the Leg- 
islature To Amend the City Char- 
ter Increasing the Board. 


wir. George E. Johnson, chairman of the 
poard of police commissioners, thinks he 
nas struck upon a plan that will settle 
future wrangles and deadlocks in the 
poard of commissioners: 

His idea is to have the membership of 
jhe board increased one more member, 
making an uneven number, seven. If that 
js done he says that the problem of settling 
differences in the board will have been set- 
tied, inasmuch as there can never be 
a tie vote in a body of seven members. 

Mr. Johnson will write a letter to the 

neil asking that body to take the mat- 
ter up with the state legislature on its 
meeting this fall and endeavor to have 
that power to so amend the charter of the 
city of Atlanta as to provide that the board 
of police commissioners shall consist of six 
members and the mayor as an ex-officio 


member, making seven votes. | 

Mr. Johnson said to The Constituticn 
yesterday that he would begin the agitation 
of the matter at once and felt confident 
that, in view of the difficulties experienced 
by the board in legislating with six mem- 
bers in the past, his plan would receive the 
support of the city council and the state 
jegislature. He said that he was senxious 
to see some means adopted that would pre- 
yent the possibility of dissension and dead- 
locks in the board of commissioners and 
would not cease agitation of the scheme 
until final action was taken on it. 

Since the adoption of the amended char- 
ter of the city of Atlanta tne beard of 
police commissioners has been constituted 
of five members, elected by the city coun- 
cil, and the mayor of the city, vho is a 
member ex-officio of the board. That pro- 
vision of the charter has always been a key 
to trouble in the board. Often the six 
members of it have evenly divided on 
questions, and the result has been long 
and bitter deadlocks. Legislation at times 
has been absolutely blocked, and since 
Chairman Johnson has been a »nember of 
‘the board he has been endeavoring to 
evolve Some scheme that would remove the 
objectionable feature of the city cbarter 
and enable the board to do its work in an 
orderly and harmonious manner. 

After looking up the laws on the ivtbject 
he has decided that the only manner of 
changing the existing order of things is to 
have the board enlarged just one member, 
that the possibility of the tie vote on any 
question may be prohibited. He believes 
that every member of the board is entitled 
toa vote on all questions before it, whether 
he be chairman, secretary or anything 
else. So long as the board consists of six 
members, the likelihood of the members 
becoming evenly divided on questions will 
be great and the result is always a dead- 
lock and wrangle. 

The dissension in the board of commis- 
sioners during the present year has been a 
matter of unfavorable comment and many 
citizens have complained of the continued 
wrangle resulting from the even division 
of the members of the board when any 
matter of importance came up for action. 
The memorable nineteen hours’ session of 
the board. last spring in which serious 
trouble among the members was narrowly 
averted, is cited as an argument why the 
board should be made to consider an un- 
even number of members, that a tie vote 
might be averted in the future. It is a 
frequent thing for trouble to arise in the 
board as it is at present constituted. 
‘What the Chairman Says. 

“I think that there is only one way in 
wnich the trouble in the board cen be 
averted,’ said (Chairman Johnson, yester- 
day, “and that‘is by increasing the mem- 
bership one. With seven members there 
can be no tie votes and four members can 
always control the policy of the board. 
There is no man in the city who deprecates 
the dissension in the board more than I 
do and I have decided to ask the «ouncil 
to take the matter up with the legislature 
and have that body amend the city charter 
to provide for a membership of seven on 
the board of police commmissioners. If that 
is done, harmony and speedy action will 
be the result in future deliberations of tne 
board. 

“The recent troubles in the board, caused 
by the six members being evenly divided on 
Important questions, seem to call for 
some remedy and I believe that the cne 
I nave suggestee will obviate the diiliculty. 
With six regular members of the lh ard 
und the mayor as a member ex-ocfticio, 
there cannot possibly be an even division, 
and consequently no deadlocks. You can 
say for me that I intend to take the mat- 
ter up with the council at once and ask 
that body to have an amendment to the 
city charter increasing the membership of 
the board to seven, drawn up and presented 
to the legislature at its next meeting.”’ 

Speaking of the breezy meeting of the 
board held last Monday afternoon at which 
his right to vote on any question was chal- 
lenged by Commissioner Venable, Chair- 
man Johnson said that he would insist that 
bis vote be recorded so long as the Nelms 
ordinance remains on the statute books. 
He says that that ordinance gives him the 
tight to vote on all questions and that he 
dntends to do so. The chairman says that 
he was elected a regular member wf the 
board of police commissioners with the 
Same rights and privileges as every other 
member, and the fact that he has been 
elected chairman of the board in no man- 
her tgkes from him his right to vote and 
&ct on all questions the same as any other 
member. ;

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ACTION DEFERRED. 


The Consolidated’s Investigating Com- 
mittee Holds a Meeting. 


WILL MEET AGAIN TODAY 


Mr. Hurt Appears Before the Commit- 
tee and Defends the Consolidated. 
Judge Anderson’s Opinion. 


This morning at 11 o’clock it will be de- 
cided whether the city will interfere with 
the system of l0-cent fares to the expo- 
sition grounds which the Consolidated line 
has adopted. 

The special council committee, Dr. John 
W. Nelms, chairman, met yesterday morn- 
ing at the appointed hour and adjourned 
without having reached any eonclusion to 
meet at Mr. Joel Hurt’s oftice this morn- 
ing at 11 o’clock. At that hour the ques- 


tion wili be finally disposed of. 

The meeting yesterday was held at the 
council chamber. The full committee was 
present, consisting of Dr, Nelms, chair- 
man, and Messrs. Howell, Tolbert, Welch 
and Miler. Several other city officials 
were present. The Consolidated was rep- 
resented by President Hurt, General Man- 
ager Woodruff and Directors Howard, Pal- 
mer, W. C, Sanders and Ceptain Harry 
Jackson. 

The resolution of Dr. Nelms creating the 
committee was read for the informatiou 
of the meeting. Dr. Nelms announced 
that he had assumed the responsibility of 
inviting President Hurt to be present at 
the meeting. 

Aldermdn Howell inquired if the Consoli- 
dated had been brought before the com- 
mittee for violating any of the city’s ordi- 
nances. Dr. Nelms said he had simply 
invited President Hurt in order that he 
might consult with the committee with 
reference to the complaints that had been 
made concerning the alleged overcharges. 
Mr. Hurt here had a word, saying that he 
was there in his capacity of private citi- 
zen and not as president of the Consoli- 
dated company. He was willing to offer 
any information that the members of the 
committee might wish. 

Dr. Nelms said he had invited President 
Hurt in his capacity as president ol the 
Consolidated that he might answer qués- 
tions relative to the matter in hand. 

President Hurt made a statement to the 
committee, presenting the Consolidaled’s 
side of the 10-cent fare question. He held 
that it was not an increase of fare. 

Dr. Nelms said that the city wanted to 
protect the interests of the Consolidated 
in the welfare of which the city govern- 
ment felt a deep interest, but that other 
interests must be protected as well. The 
people had made complaint and the com- 
mittée, without making a fight on any 
one, wished to ascertain the justice or in- 
justice of the complaints that were being 
made. 

Mr. Welch wanted to know if the city 
council had any jurisdiction over the set- 
tlement of street car fares. He wanted to 
hear from the city attorney on the ques- 
tion. 

Judge Anderson gave his opinion, say- 
ing that the Marietta and Decatur street 
line and the Peachtree and Whitehall line 
Were the successors to the old Atlanta 
street railroad line and were, therefore, 
subject to the charter regulations of the 
city. In the charter it was stipulated that 
the company should not charge more than 
1@ cents on its short lines nor more than 
2) cents on its long ones. This was bind- 
ing as long as it lasted. The old charter 
would continue during the present year 
and the company could charge 10 cent 
fares during that time. As to the. other 
lines, the franchises contained practically 
the same: regulations. Under the act of re- 
incorporation the city had the right to 
regulate the fares. This act is _ effective 
January 1, 1896. Piedmont park was incor- 
porated for police purposes and the city 
could regulate fares within the limits of 
the -park, but a strip between the city 
and the park is not within the corporate 
limits of the city and the city had no right 
to fix fares over that narrow strip. 

A motion to adjourn until this morning 
at 11 o’clock was carried. The meeting 
will be held in President Hurt’s office.

A PECULIAR ENDING 


How a Mistrial Occurred in Judge 
Westmoreland’s Court. 


MR. C. D. HILL MADE A MISTAKE 


The Opposing Attorney, Mr. Albert 
Howell, Quickly Requested and 
Secured a Mistrial. 


Statements made in argument by Mr. 
Charles Hill, representing Venable Bros., 
in the caes of that firm against Anderson, 
Wylie & Jones, and objected to by Mr. 
Albert Howell, brought about the ordering 
of a mistrial by Judge Westmoreland. 

The case is one in which the plainti® 
firm is suing the defendant frm for money 
due on contract notes. When Venable 
Bros. built the handsome granite building 
for a long time occupied by Anderson, 
Wylie & Jones as a livery stable, it was 
because the firm of liverymen had contraét- 
ed to lease it for five years. 

In a short time the Messrs. Jones bought 
the interests of Messrs. Anderson and Wy- 
lie and held the contract. Anderson and 
Wylie sought to have themselves relvased 
from the contract, but Venable ‘Bros. re- 
fused to permit this, holding them equally 
liable with Messrs. Jones. 

About a year ago a big fire occurred in 
the stable building. The firemen had a 
hard fight with the fire and two men died 
from the result of burns received. After 
the fire Messrs. Jones moved their stables, 
declaring that the building was unsafe and 
that they could not afford to jeopardize 
their stock and the property of their pat- 
rons. , 

They also refused to pay the coatract 
notes, and suit was begun by Venable 
KBros., who were represented by Messrs. 
Charles and B. H. Hill. It seems, accord- 
ing to the statement of Mr. «: D. Hill, 
that Anderson and Wylie settled for their 
two-thirds of the contract money. This 
fact, however, was not brought out in evi- 
dence and this was what caused Mr. Al- 
bert Howell, of Dorsey, Brewster & Howell, 
to make. a motion for a mistrial. 

In closing the argument for the p’aintiff, 
Mr. Charles Hill said that the debt was 
a just and honest one and that Messrs. An- 
derson and Wylie knew this and therefore 
paid their two-thirds like honest men. Mr. 
Hill had barely completed the sentence be- 
fore Mr. Albert Howell jumped to his feet 
and addressed the court. He said that he 
desired to make a motion which he thought 
it would be proper for the court to er:tcr- 
tain just at this time. Obtaiaing the at- 
tention of Judge Westmoreland, Mr. Howell 
asked that a mistrial be declared as there 
was no record of any such testimony in 
the case. 

After some argument Judge Westmore- 
land directed a mistrial.

Yesterday morning just as the streaks of 
dawn shot through the heavy umbrage of 
the forests of the Chattahoochee the stir- 
ring notes of reveille sounded for the first 
time in camp and the soldiers shook off 
their blankets and began hasty -preparation 
for the day’s long march. 

After leaving Atlanta the first stop of the 
company was made on the banks of the 
Chattahoochee. 

Here in a picturesque grove of oaks the 
place for camp had been selected. Jt was 
after dark before they arrived and it was 
necessary to rush work in order to get 
‘supper cooked in time. Most of the men 
were experienced In the art of pitching 
tents, and it was not long before they had 
driven the stakes and the sheeted cover- 
ings were lifted to the night breezes. 

All of the men were in jolly humor and 
the thought that they had before them near- 
ly 150 miles to-cover by foot did not dampen 
their ardor or allay enthusiasm. The com- 
pany quartet, which, by the way, is one 
of the best in Atlanta, was leading gut in 
an inspiring song and the thirty men foined

It was a realistic scene. There was none 
of the formality which the soldiers had 
seen in camp life at the state encampments. 
While they were all the while under the 
strictest discipline, still there was some- 
thing which they had never experienced be- 
Tore. It was the true soldier feeling and 
the thought that they alone were out there 
in the depth of the woods with no sign 
of cfVilization near thrilled each fellow with 
a quasi-heroic spirit. 

There was something unique in the man- 
ner of providing sleeping quarters. Some 
of the men swung hammocks; one or two 
had cots. These were in the officers’ tents, 
but the men in the Whole pulled their big 
blankets from heavy haversacks, spread 
them out on the ground and rolled up in 
snug composure for the night’s rest. 

The place where they made headquarters 
for the night had been dubbed “Camp At- 
kinson.’’ Some of the friends of the com- 
pany had accompanied the boys to the first 
resting place, and several remained over 
night, coming wack early yesterday morn- 
ing. 

The boys got off on the sec@nd day’s 
>) march like veterans. Shortly after fo’ clock 
the line was formed. All of the tents had 
been packed away in the big army wagon 
and everything-in shape, Captain Hewitt 
had relieved Corporal Staffnell, Privates 
Astin, Shellman and Singleton, who were 
camp guards during the night, and released 
Privates Foote and Fain as stable guards.

ADANGEROUS BLAZE| 


An Incipient Fire Found in the Middle 
of the Government Building. 


CAUSED BY CROSSING OF WIRES 


It Was Quickly Put Out, but It Had 
Burned Away the Relay and 
Threatened Great Damage. 


The government building at the expo- 
sition came near being the scene of a dan- 
gerous conflagration very early yesterday 
morning and the destruttion of millions 
was prevented by the prompt discovery 
-of the night guards. . 

The flame was caused by the unaccount- 


‘able crossing of wires at the instrument 


connected with the big time ball on top of 
the building. Before the fire was found, 
the relay had burned out completely, the 
wood about the key boards charred and 
the bunting had caught in several places. 

Five minutes more and it would have 
been a difficult matter to have saved the 
huge structure. 

The United States is in much better 
condition as far as its exhibits are con- 
cerned than any other department of the 
exposition and the work has progressed 
almost to completion. The exhibits of all 
the government departments have been 
placed and it only remains to make a few 
ornamental touches before Dr. Charles W. 
Dabney, president of the board of com- 
missioners, cam announce “ready.” The 
war department, the navy, the fish com- 
mission, the treasury, the postoffice de- 
partment, the patent office, the education- 
al department and all other divisions under 
the direction of the government have 
rushed work with wonderful rapidity. 
Smithsonian, which arrived last, will have 
its elaborate display fixed in several days. 
The value of ali these exhibits is limit- 
less. 

Just in the center of the bottom floor 
is a wooden stand, upon which the ‘instru- 
ment controlling the fall of the time ball 
on top of the building is placed. 

This ball is a model of the time ball used 
in Washington and is operated in a simi- 
lar manner, dropping by the touch of an 
electric key just at noon each day and 
setting the official time for the continent. 
The stand upon which this instrument is 
constructed is about three feet high and 
from this the wires run toward the top of 
the building, connecting with the bal]. 

The early guards had been relieved at 
midnight. Watchmen Lee and Troy were 
on duty. It was possibly an. hour after 
the guard relief that one of the watch- 
men noticed a peculiar odor and sounded 
his call for the other. guard. They de- 
cided that somewhere in the building there 
was a blaze. Both guards were alarmed 
and began a hurried search of the place. 
By this time the fire had increased ané@ it 
was found by Watchman Lee, who, at the 
time, was passing the stand upon which 
the instrument was placed. 

A cloud of smoke was bursting out and 
the flame was reaching out for the heavy 
bunting which swung from the rafters. 
It was a perilous moment. In a minute 
more the whole place would. have been 
ablaze. Both watchmen rushed to the 
place, tore down the bunting, and in a 
few seconds more had extinguished the 
blaze. 

There was the scent of charred wood 
that told the story of the narrow escape 
yesterday morning when the officials made 
their appearance. 

How the wires became crossed is not 
known. A new relay was placed in yes- 
terday afternoon and everything properly 
arranged.

JUDGE HART SIGNED | IT 


The Case Is Now in the Last Stages. 
Mr. Moyers Is Still Confident 
of Winning His Case. 


The bill of exceptions in the Myers case 
was filed yesterday morning at Union 
Point, Ga., with Judge John C. Hart, by 
Mr. Edward P. Wood, representing Mr. 
W. T. Moyers. 

This means that the case is in its last 
stages unless the supreme court should de- 
cide to reverse the decision of Judge Hart 
and give young Myers another chance for 


his life. :

AS TO THE TREASURY RESERVE 


“Bears Had It All Their Way Early in 
Stocks—Cotton Declined 10 Points. 
Chicago Markets Lower. 


New York, September 11.—The stock mar- 
ket presented a somewhat ragged appear- 
ance at intervals today and the bears suc- 
ceeded in making a decided impression 
upon prices owing chiefly to a further 
break in wheat and corn, the engagement 
of $1,100,000 gold for shipment to Europe 
and the absence of information concerning 
the intenticns of the Belmont-Morgan bond 
gyndicate with reference to making good 
the impairment of the treasury gold re- 
serve. The/fact that London turned up ag 
a seller again today, coupled with a sud- 
den decline\of 1 per cent in the new gov- 
ernment 4s, which caused fresh comment 
about the probability of a new bond issue 
contributed to the weakness of the mar- 
ket. The bears operated with more confi- 
dence than for some time past and suc- 
ceeded in forcing out considerable armcunts 
of stocks carried by brokers on stop orders. 
The lowest quotations of the day were 
touched shortly after delivery hour and 
ghowed a decline as compared with the 
closing figures of yesterday of % to 3% 
per cent, the latter in Tennessee Coal and 
Iron, which dropped to 42%. There was 
also a heavy pressure against the Gran- 
gers, Pacific Mail, Reading, Louisville and 
Nashville, General Electric, Distillers, 
Sugar and the southwestern group. Shortly 
before the close, when it was announced 
that the bond syndicate had deposited $3,-

From The New York Stockivider. 

The market experienced a reaction yes- 
terday which illustrated very well the 
truth and timeliness of our suggestion in 
this column in the morning, namely, that 
discrimination should be exercised against 
the high-priced shares and those which 
have risen to a point that discounts pres- 
ent conditions and immediate prospects. 

The reaction will undoubtediy go further 
when low-priced railroad stocks may be a 
purchase for a turn. The dividend-paying 
industrials, however, are destined to go 
much lower eventually, and in their case 
holders should do what the pools and in- 
siders in them endeavor to do in every 
period of strength, sell! 

In Sugar inexorable conditions and time 
will bring about an inevitable decline in 
the price, Does the public make $15,000,000 
in speculation in Sugar and invest it in 
city realty? Do the amateur Sugar men 
who handle the stock so clumsily make 
the money in the end or does that astute 
operator and sagacious business man, 
Henry O. Havemeyer. The question al- 
most answers itself, so familiar is that 
chapter of Wall street history which rec- 
ords the futile attempts of those specu- 
lators who have made unsuccessful cam- 
peaigns in Sugar stock. 

And how has Mr. Havemeyer been en- 
abied to invest vast sums in real estate 
during the past few years? Not by doing 
what the bull manipulators of Sugar would 
have people do—buy Sugar from them above 
110. His success in Sugar lies in the fact 
that he has always sold above par, bought 
below 90 

Those operators who have been identified 
with most of the latter’s sweeping move- 
ments are now either bearish on it or are 
passive. Mr. Havemeyer is in Europe. 
Mr. White has been rusticating, serenely 
as his friends aver.

New York, September 11.—Futures in 
Liverpool were 6-64d up this morning and 
spots unchanged with sales of 8,000 bales.

Nearly 
the whole of the cotton crop has been de- 
stroyed by boll worms and sharpshooters 
and the top crop was entirely ruined by 
caterpillars. As the stalks were unrolled 
from the wrapper in this office many moths 
fluttered about the withered leaves, having 
coming out of their chrysalis state while 
en route from Texas. The leaves on the 
upper part of the stalks were almost en- 
tirely eaten away and naked stems bore 
many caterpillar chrysalides.

Lewis is painted in a high light, which is 
in perfect sympathy with the ‘blooming, 
rounded type of her beauty, and the gown 
that she wears is of pink satin, the shade 
of a peach bloom; the sleeves are of soft 
stuff, revealing dimpled arms. The figure 
sits easily upon a gay little gilt chair, the 
skirt spread out on the poiished floor, the 
body and face turned so as to give the 
clear-cut, dainty profile and the charm of 
dimpled shoulders. The background is of 
deep, indescribable red, and the whole 
study is treated in a bright spirit. One 
feels that the artists delighted in the work 
of putting this beautiful woman on canvas 
as much as they would the fragrance of a 
rose or the lusciousness of ripe summer 
fruits. | 

These artists are not of the impression- 
ist school, but they are dainty and poetical 
in the reality of their execution. One feels 
this particularly in the picture of Mrs. 
Taylor, which is indescribably fascinating. 
Her old friends gathered about it and felt 
that she was really in their midst as they 
gazed upon the canvas. The painting is 
not only weil handled in the matter. of 


genuinely fine in ’spirit, so true in concep- 
tion, so full of heart and soul and loveli- 
ness of the real woman. The figure, in a 
soft white ball gown of shimmering satin, 
embroidered in gold, stands out against the 
blue draperies, which bring forth in delicate 
contrast the ivory white flesh, with a touch 
of color in the eheeks. The hands are re- 
markably interesting because of their indi- 
viduality; their long, slim, artistic fingers 
and thin palms belong so thoroughly to 
the lady of the portrait. Both of these por- 
traits will have places of honor in the long 
gallery on the right in the temple of fine 


arts. 


Besides these pictures there were many 
others, all admrable, ail displaying, all re- 
vealing the conscientious care, the delicacy, 
the strength and individuality which be- 
longs to these artists. The portrait of their 
little girl, one of the prize pictures at the 
gaion of 1893, is an exquisite thing. The 
subject is so simple and painted with such 
tender sincerity.

What will be done with the cotton traffic 


this year? 

That is the question that is. just now 
worrying the railroad men of the south. 

There is a meeting of the rate committee 
of the Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association now in progress in Atlanta 
for the purpose of arriving at some de- 
cision on this vexed question. 

Every year about this time the question 
comes up and the railroads have to make 
some arrangement for handling the crop. 
It is the greatest freight traffic of the 
south and the roads have for fhe past few 
years agreed to a plan of. apportionment 
by which all of the roads had an amount 
allotted them for the season as their part 
of the crop, this amount being based on a 
plan of percentage calculated by what the 
road had hauled for a number of years in 
comparison with the other roads. 

The rule hag becn in executing this regu- 
lation to notify any railroad whenever it 
was carrying more cotton than had been 
allotted it and ask that it hold up awhile 
so that the other roads which might be 
behind it might catch up with it in the 


business. 

The play .with all its failures, has work- 
ed fairly well in the past, and it is possible 
that the apportionment plan may be agreed 
to again this year by the traffic men of 
the various lines. 

The cotton traffic question has always 
been @ perplexing one. The roads will 
agree to do this or that, but they all break 
the agreement as soon as their rival’s back 
is turned and then comes war and plenty 
of trouble among the fines. More 
meetings of the executive commit- 
tee and the board of _ §$ arbitration 
of the Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association are held on account of trouble 
arising over the cotton traffic than any 
other line of business. 

Particularly is it a troublesome question 
right at this time when there is such dan- 
gerous discord among the railroad men of 
the south and when the Southern Railway 
and Steamship Association is about to be 
reorganized or ruined, as the case may de- 
velop at the next meeting in New York, 
on the 27th. ; 

The rate committee will continue in ses- 
sion today and the cotton question will 
again come up for settlement. It is prob- 
able that a committee will be appointed to 
take the question under consideration and 
that it will be several weeks yet before 
the committee reports. 

Probably the entire question. will be held 
in abeyance until’'the next meeting of the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion, in New York, in order to ascertain 
just what lines intend to join the new 
freight association. 

The New York Meeting. 

There seems to be some doubt in the 
minds of prominent railroad men whether 
the western lines will come into the or- 
ganization. 

Colanel J. W. Thomias, president of the 
Nashville, Chattahooga and St. Louis, has 
served notice that his road would pull out 
of the association and that the Western 
and Atlantic will pull out of the passen- 
ger association as well, which seems to 
mean that these interests are done with 
the organizations for a while at least. Colo- 
nel ‘ihomas says he means just what he 
says in declining to enter the new freight 
association, but it is stated by others that 
they believe he can be induced to change 
his mind in this particular. 

In fact many of the members of the new 
association declare that they believe there 
need be no fear concerning the rumored 
opposition of the western lines. It is 
stated by such members thaf they think 
the Louisville and Nashville, the Nash- 
ville, Chattanopga and St. Louis, the 
Memphis and Charleston, the Illinois Cen- 
tral and all the lines leading to the west 
from the south which have shown such 
stubbornness about joining the new asso- 
ciation will in their own good time come 
back into the fold. 

To outsiders, however, such harmony is 
not in sight. 

Colonel Haines Gets Out. 

Colonel H, 8. Haines is no longer yice 
president of the Plant system. 

A circular was received in this. city yes- 
terday by railroad men, issued by Mr. 
Plant himself, announcing that Colonel 
Haines had resigned his position as vice 
president of tne company and that he was 
no longer with the road. 

This probably means that Colonel] Maines 
will begin to wage a more active cam- 
paign for the commissionership of the new 
freight association, which has been re- 
signed by Commissioner Stahlman. 

It is believed that he will be elected com- 
missioner at the New York meeting and 
that his resignation from the office he 
held with the Plant people means that he 
has a sure thing of the commissionership 
with which his name has been mentioned 
so otten lately.

AFTER FITZ’S MONEY. 
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Motion Made To Dismiss the Attach- 
ment Against the Stake Money. 

New York, September 11.—A motion was 
made in the supreme court before Judge 
Beekman today by M. H. Grossman, of 
Friend, House & Grossman, to vacate the 
attachment by the Metropolhitan job printing 
house against the $10,000 stake money that 
is in the hands of P. J. Dwyer as a stake 
to bind the match of Bob Fitzsimmons, the 
prize fighter, against J. J. Corbett. The 
printing house attached the money on July 
8th on a debt that is alleged to be owed 
them by Fitzsimmons when he was at the 
head of a theatrical company, and it was 
obtained on the ground that Fitzsimmons 
Was a non-resident of the state, his resi- 
dence being stated as in Newark, N. J. 
Mr. Grossman made the motion to vacate 
on the ground that Fitzsimmons was a 
resident of this state and had been so since 
May Sth last, when he returned from the 
road with his company. The bill of the 
printing house is $3,078.34, and it is claimed 
that in any event only $2,500, which is Fitz- 
simmons’s own money, can be tied up by 
the attachment.

Wants Damages from Atlanta. 


PAPERS FILED YESTERDAY 


Are Responsible for the Inferior 
Police Uniforms. 


Yesterday afternoon in the clerk's office 
of the circuit court of the United States 


against the city of Atlanta. 

The suit is for the amount of the con- 
tract entered into between that firm and 
the city of Atlanta, in which Wanamaker 
& Brown agreed to furnish the suits for 
the police force. The amount of the bill 
rendered for the suits and furnishings was 
$2,421.86. An item of $99 was also mailed 
Chairran Johnson, being the cost of the 
white vests. This amount was paid and the 
account duly credited. 

The figures named in the petition for 
damages that was filed yesterday are 
$2,421.86, and are for uniforms, helmets and 
other articles furnished under the contract. 
The attorneys for Wanamaker & Brown 
are Messrs. Payne & Tye. 

The petition alleges that the goods de- 
livered were exactly as ordered. The call 
for bids by Chief of Police Connolly is at- 
tached as an exhibit of the petition. The 
bids asked for are on middlesex cloth, 
fourtzen ounces in weight to the coat 
and vests and eighteen ounces for the 
pants. The color stated is indigo blue and 
the specifications are that the goods are 
to be of the best quality and the uniforms 
made in workman-like manner. 

When the spring suits were received a 
vigorous kick was made by the patrolmen. 
They claimed that the suits were made of 
a very inferior quality of cloth and that 
they were not by any means what was 
called for in the contract. To the board of 
police commissioners the goods were car- 
ried for their inspection and. many were 
condemned .by the heads of the depart- 
ment. In many instances the uniforms were 
found to be in a deplorable condition, some 
of the suits having large holes in them 
while others had several small imperfec- 
tions. The policemen claimed the suits 
would not last them during the season, and 
for this reason the bill was not paid when 
presented to the city. This was several 
months ago when the payment of the unf- 
forms was first demanded. The board re- 
fused to O. K. the bill, and thus matters 
have stood until yesterday when the papers 
were filed in the clerk’s office and the mar- 
shal was instructed to serve a copy of the 
papers on Mayor King, as chief executive 
of the city. 

“The suits,” said Chief Connolly last 
night, ‘fare in bad condition. Many of them 
have been refused absolutely and will not 
do under any circumstances. They were 
shabby when they were received and the 
men could not accept them. They were re- 
ferred to the board of police commissioners 
and as a restilt of an inspection they are 
now lying on the table where they can be 
found. The goods were very inferior and 
we have done nothing, but what was right 
in refusing to pay for them,” 

Chairman Johnson, of the board of police 
commissioners, has a very decided view of 
the -matter. 

“The goods we ordered are nothing like 
the goods we received. The uniforms are 
inferior in quality and the work is far 
from being first-class. We have had end- 
less trouble on account of the uniforms. 
More than fifty suits have been condemned. 
They are now at the station house, where 
they will speak for themselves. When we 
refused the suits we notified Wanamaker 
& Brown that they were here at their dis- 
posal. In reply the firm sent an agent to 
Atlanta, and when he examined the goods 
before the board of commissioners he 
stated in our presence that the goods were 
inferior. We have made every endeavor to 
have the matter righted and have offered 
to pay for the suits that were accepted 
provided the condemned uniforms would 
be taken back. To this proposition the firm 
would not acquiesce. 

“T have no fear that Wanamaker & 
Brown will succeed in recovering one cent, 
as the goods are very inferior and of the 
poorest quality imaginable.” _ , 


TWICE ARRESTED AND RELEASE 


A Negro Wanted in Oglethorpe Goes 
Through Two Arrests. 

The police are anxious to find a negro 
whom they have had in their clutches 
twice since Monday night. 

The negro was arrested Monday night 
and locked up on suspicion, but later was 
ordered released by the arresting officer 
for want of evidence against him. Two 
hours after his arrest he was again arrest- 
ed and locked up, this time booked as a 
“‘sleeper.’’ 

Yesterday morning the negro was re- 
leased ugain at the instance of the arrest- 
ing officer, Patrolman Goodson. During 
the day an officer from Oglethorpe county 
came to Atlanta after the negro, but upon 
investigation found that the prisoner had 
been released a short time previous to his 
arrival in the city. 

A vigilant search was made for the 
wanted negro last night but he cbuld not 
be found. It is likely that the Oglethorpe 
officer will have to return without the ne- 
gro. ° 

The two discharges given the negro 
seems to have resulted from the officers 
not knowing that he was wanted. 


HARRY RAYMOND AGAIN. 


The Frequently Arrested Individual 
Charged with Being a Vagrant. 
Harry Raymond is once more in the 

clutches of the law. 

He was arrested last night charged with 
violating the new ordinance prohibiting 
objectionable characters from remaining 
in the city and alkso for occupying a por- 
tion of a disorderly house. 

Raymond seems to have been selected as 
the first individual to be tried on the new 
ordinance, recently passed by the council, 
prohibiting vagrancy. The police are con- 
fident that they will be able to convict 
him of the charge. , 

Will Harp was arrested under the or- 
dinance several weeks ago, but the case 
against him was never tried. It was dis- 
missed at the instance of Assistant City 
Attorney Westmoreland in the city police 
court several days ago. 

Raymond was arrested by Detectives 
Wooten and Ivy at the house of Mary 
Chisolm, in the western part of the city, 
last night.

MAIL CAR ON THE GROUNDS. 


‘A Handsome New Coach Arrives—Goes 
to the Exposition Today. 


Glistening and shining under the bright 
rays of the sun,.the luxurious postal car 
for the exposition rolled into Atlanta yes- 
terday morning. 

' The car is fresh from the shops of the 
Pullman company and is a model of ele- 
gance and extravagance. The car was és- 
pecially designed for the use of the Plant 
system and will fill every requirement that 
will be made during its use at the cxpo- 


sition as a postal car. It is a palace on 


wheels and is one of the handsomest cars 
that has ever rolled into t city. 

Early in the morning it reached the city 
over the Southern railroad and was side- 
tracked on the Markham house track, 
where it was inspected by large crowds 
that gathered to see it. Later in the day 
it was removed down to the yards of the 
Southern and this morning it will be &t- 
tached to an engine and carried out to 
the grounds. The car_will be piaced in the 
neighborhood of the transportation build- 
ing, probably in the rear of the building. 
The necessary sidetrack will be laid this 
morning and the car will be placed in the 
pesition it will occupy while the exposi- 
tion lasts. 

The use of the car has been generously 
donated the postal authorities by the Wlant 
system, and when the exposition is over, 
the car will be placed in active service on 
this line of road. The interior of the car 
is a marvel of elegance. The mail boxes 
are arrenged as in all postal cars, but the 
wood work is much handsomer and has 
a@ better appearance than is usual to be 


_ found. 


Several times each day the mail will be 
collected from the grounds and dumped 
into the car for the mail clerks to work. 
The mail will be worked by two gepecial 
postal clerks and will be sent direct to the 
trains leaving the city. This will ontail 
more work, but the time consumed in the 
work will be much less than if the mail 
was worked through the general pustoffice 
in the city. The pouches will be made up

NO STATION HOUSE READY. 


The Police’ Accommodations at the 


Grounds Are Unsatisfactory. 

Chief Connolly and Captain Jennings 
went out to the exposition grounds yes- 
terday afternoon and made an examina- 
tion of the arrangemen®s being made for 
police headquarters at the grounds. They 
found the work progressing but in an un- 
satisfactory condition. 

It seems that the police will not get the 
accommodations that it was expected that 
they would get and Chief Connolly and 
Captain Jennings will take the matter up 
with the exposition company with the 
view of bettering the condition of things 
at the exposition grounds police headquar- 
ters. The principal objection to the ar- 
rangements seems to be that the room set 
apart for the men to sleep in has no ven- 
tilation and is very small. 

The station house is far from completion 
and unless the work is pushed very rapidly 
will not be ready for the opening day of 
the show. The wires and police boxes are 
being placed in their proper places and 
will soon be in good working order. The 
accommodations at the station house for 
the police are so meager that it will be 
necessary for them to take their meals 
elsewhere on the grounds, so it is said. 
It was thought that the men would have 
their meals cooked at the station house 
but it seems that there is no room for 
that to be done. . 

Captain Jennings and his squad of about 
twenty-five patrolmen will begin work 
at the grounds on the opening day and re- 
main there until the closing of the expo- 
sition. Two members of the force have 
already been placed on duty at the grounds 
and several more will probably be sent 
out in a day or two, as the crowd at the 
grounds increase as the opening day ap- 
grounds increases.c 

All of the new supernumeraries elected 
by the board of /police commissioners at 
its meeting Monday afternoon have been 
sworn in and are awaiting the call for 
duty. Thee are torty new supernumeraries 
on the rolls, but it is doubtful if all of them 
get regular work. 


CUSTOM OFFICIALS ARRIVE. 


Mr. John W. Murphy, inspector of United 
States customs, of Chicago, and Mr. W. D. 
Lee, of the United States appraiser’s office 
of New York, reached the city yesterday 
morning and reported for duty at the cus- 
toms office recently established at the 
exposition grounds. The customs office is 
now in full blast and foreign exhibits are 


being daily received. The customs building 


will be finished in a few days and the 
office will be removed from the temporary 
quarters in the fire and police building 
to their new home in the rear of the for- 
estry building.

A Flood of Foreigners Coming to the Ex- 
position from All Lands, 


THE WORK AT THE GROUNDS 


A Carload of Ostriches Received for 
the Midway—Other Notes of In- 
terest About the Grounds. 


Foreigners are flooding the fair. 

They came yesterday—a host of them. 
Senor Carlo Sestagalli, secretary to the 
Italian commission, L. Rivolta, of Milan, 
L, Gonnella, of Naples; G. Ugolini, of Flor- 
ence; De Carlo, of Naples; M. Canni, of 
Florence; R. Santamaria, of London, and 
H. Muller, of Florence, all of them arrived 
yesterday and the floor of the manufac- 
tures and liberal arts building, in which 
the European display will be made, was a 
scene of jabbering confusion. 

Most of the foreigners were exhibitors 
who have brought across the waters huge 
Supplies of goods of every variety. !t was 
Suggestive of the tower of Babel when 
Chevalier Macchi made his appearance yes- 
terday morning. The language of almost 
every known tongue was floating about 
the rafters and echoing through the walls 
of the big buiiding. 

A vast quantity of foreign exhibits have 
arrived. Some of them are still in the 
cars awaiting to be unloaded, but the 
largest part has been taken out and the 
big cases with the peculiar stamps of the 


, different countries from which they come 


are spread out and piled over the spacious 
floor. Except a few show cases from Eng- 
land, none of these exhibits has been yet 
unpacked. They have been waiting the 
pleasure and leisure of the customs officials 
and the arrival of the exhibitors. 

Chief Donalson has now, however, thor- 
oughly organized his staff with six collec- 
tors and three inspectors, all in ihe jaunty 
uniforms of blue. The delay in the con- 
struction of this building, which will go up 
at one end of the mineral and forestry 
hall, has not interfered with his work. He 
has established temporary headquarters in 
the fire building and will issue orders from 
that place until the building provided for 
his department is erected. He has been 
ready for the arrival of the exhibitors for 
several days, and now that most of them 
are on the scene, the work of unpacking, 
inspecting and recording the cases from 
abroad will begin. 

Today the wealth of other lands will be 
opened up, and Macchi says that by the 
18th he will have the European display 
in shape. 

Work in the Forestry Department. 

Dr. Fernow, who has the forestry dis- 
play in charge, is one of the busiest nen 
on the exposition grounds just uow. 

The exhibit of the United States forestry 
division, which was delayed for some Gays, 
arrived yesterday and the work of inspala- 
arrived yesterday and the work of insital- 
lation has begun. 

This will be one of the most striking ex- 
hibits in the building and all woods from 
every section of the country will be placed 
on display. Mr. C. D. Parker, of the for- 
estry department, has been supervising the 
construction of exhibits since the first of 
the month. There were mainly the ‘lisplays 
of different firms of the south, all of 
which will be ready for the day of »pen- 


ing. 
The Flag of Italy. 

There was a decided stir of dissatisfac- 
tion among the Italian colony at the 
grounds yesterday. 

The Italians have been excited for several 
days. They are @xcited still; and this is 
increasing when they cast their flashing 
black eyes toward the top of the man- 
ufactures building, from which place the 
flags of the different nations have been 
suspenced. The Italians have a grievince. 
They say that the flag of their country 
should have been larger. Russia is repre- 
sented with a huge banner, the flag of 
France waves high and wide, there is a 
broad cloth to tell of England’s show, but 
Italy—her people declare that a larger and 
more conspicuous flag should have been 
piaced up in their behalf. Russia, they 
say, came with only a few exhibits, while 
Italy brings displays from nearly 6500 dif- 
ferent firms. 

They have made application to CheValier 
Macchi to have a larger flag placed there. 


The Ostriches Here. 

Sixteen big, clumsy stepping, fluffy 
feathered ostriches and two baby birds of 
the same species arrived yesterday. 

They are to go to the ostrich farm on the 
on the Midway. Here they were corral- 
led yesterday, and all day a large crowd 
gathered at the pen to watch the queer 
creatures. The birds were shipped across 
the continent without any injury and come 
to Atlanta as healthy, as bulky, and as 
curious as ever. 


California and Her Show.

THE TECH’S OPENING 
Prospects of the Technological Schoo 
Are Bright for 95-96 


CHEAP BOARD FOR STUDENTS 


A Talk with Professor Lyman Hall, a 
Member of the School Faculty, 
On the Outlook. 


The Technological school begins its ses- 
Sion just one week after the opening of 
the exposition. 

It is expected that there will be not Iess 
than 200 pupils in attendance when roll is 
called the first day ard the number of 
Students for 1895-95 is calculated at some- 
thing like 225. 

A matter that has caused some worry 
and a great deal of correspondence is that 
of board for the students. A number of 
prospective students have written the 
faculty regarding this very important 
feature of school life. 

Many of them have expressed the fear 
that board would be too high as the ex- 
position crowds would be in town. A mem- 
ber of the faculty, speaking of the matter, 
Says that this will not be the case. Ar- 
rangements have been made by which the 
students will be given the advantage of 
the usual rates of last year, which will 
not exceed $15 per month. 

Another feature is that of the dermitory, ° 
which is now .in a state of progress. It is 
expected that the dormitory will be com- 
pleted in less than two months. When 
this is completed the average cost per 
month will be reduced to $10. 

It has been stated on one or two octa- 
sions that the school would be opened on 
the 15th of this month. As stated above the 
date is September 25th and the lith. was a 
typographical error. The success of the 
Technological school has been remarkable. 
The work done by the students is of an ex- 
ceptionally high class and the instructors 
are men worthy of the charges entrusted 
to them. 

Since Dr. I..8. Hopkins has consented to 
retain the presidency of the school renew- 
ed confidence has been the result. 

What Professor Lyman Hall Says. 

Speaking of the Technological school, 
Captain Lyman Hall, who is one of the 
ablest of the instructors, said yesterday: 

“It has been printed that the Technologi- 
cal school would open on September 15th, 
This was an error, as the schools will not 
be opened until September 25th. 

“In an account in The Constitution it was 
suggested that if the school failed to pro- 
vide a dormitory by the opening .of the 
fall session, students from other sections 
of the state would be compelled to pay 
high rates of beard during the exposition. 

“We have arranged with former boarding 
places to accommodate students at usual 
rates, and have on file a list just com- 
pleted of twenty to thirty places at which 
board can be obtained at prices averaging 
$15 per month. 

“The commission hopes to‘ have the dor- 
mitory ready within sixty days after the 
opening and give students the advantage 
of board at $10 per month or less.”
